What weapons 
do they have?

OTTAWA — If words fail and 
weaitons are drawn in the developing 
oil-prire battle, the federal govern¬ 
ment has a whole arsenal. Alberta has 
one small, but very nasty, hand-gun. 

By mid-summer, Canadians should 
know how unpleasant things are going 
to get. 

The existing oil price agreement 
with Alberta expires in 12 days. Al¬ 
ready Energy Minister Marc Lalonde 
is talking of imposing his will on the 
rebellious province and Alberta Pre¬ 
mier Peter Ix)ugheed senses an ugly 
confrontation in the air. 

IN THEORY, there is still time for a 
.settlement. Alberta Energy Minister 
Merv Leitch is in town today for a late 
burst of negotiations, and although it is 
considered unlikely these talks will 
lead to a new agreement, officials still 
hope the two governments will agree 
that there is enough room for move¬ 
ment that it would be worthwhile to 
bargain a few weeks past their July 1 
deadline. 

But the atmosphere is not promis¬ 
ing. 

Suppose—as many observers do— 
that this week’s talks lead nowhere. 


that the current oil price agreement 
runs out and that Lalonde and Lough¬ 
eed are forced into a confrontation. 

The first logical step for Lalonde to 
take, as he himself has pointed out, 
would be to .set a price for Alberta 
oil arbitrarily. 

THE FEDERAL ENERGY minis- 
’ter has a clear legal right to do this 
under the Petroleum Administration 
Act. The six-year-old legislation gives 
the minister the authority to “estab¬ 
lish, by regulation, maximum pricing 
for the various qualities and kinds of 
crude oil produced, extracted or re¬ 
covered in (any) province.” 

Such action would be unprecedent¬ 
ed. “There's never been a problem like 
this before,” said a federal govern¬ 
ment lawyer. “We've never had to set 
prices.” 

But the Petroleum Administration 
Act, born in the tense atmosphere 
which followed the first world energy 
crisis in 1973, did provide for the men¬ 
acing possibility of an eventual fed¬ 
eral-provincial showdown. 

ALBERTA, PRESUMABLY, would 
want to fight back, and the law pro¬ 
vides it with a swift and painful way of 
getting its revenge.

Afghan 
nomads ’ 
prefer 
Alaska 

ANCHORAGE, Alaska 
(AP) An aging Afghan 
chief is seeking approval 
from the U.S. to bring his 
nomadic tribe of 1,200 peo¬ 
ple, their yaks (long-haired 
oxen) and yurts (skin 
tents)to Alaska. 

The Anchorage Daily 
Newssays Rahman QuI, 70, 
Is the leader of the Kirghiz 
tribe that fled to Pakistan 
’ after the Soviet-backed 
Afghanistan coup in 1978. 

The tribe originally lived 
in the Soviet Union but fled 
to China after the Bolshe¬ 
vik revolution and then to 
the Panihtt in Afghanistan, 
said state department offi¬ 
cial Ron Lorton. 

Lorton said the tribe 
wanted to leave Pakistan 
and had expressed interest 
in Alaska. He said it was a 
complicated problem be¬ 
cause such a move would 
mean the transfer of an 
entire culture. 


‘Worst riots’ 
cost 10 lives 


JOHANNESBURG, 
South Africa (UPl) — Po¬ 
lice “shooting like mad” 
into crowds killed 10 
mixed-race protesters and 
wounded 50 others in Cape 
Town's mulatto ghettos 
where fires raged out of 
control in South Africa's 
worst race riots in four 
years, newspapers and wit¬ 
nesses reported. 

Residents reported the 
five Cape Town townships 
were under a virtual state 
of siege, and said cajgiou- 
flaged police reinforce¬ 
ments poured in through¬ 
out the day Tuesday. 

The protesters erected 
flaming barricades of tires 
and oil drums and set fire 
,to buildings and cars in 
open defiance of a govern¬ 
ment ban on public gather¬ 
ings to commemorate the 
Soweto riots of June, 1976, 
South African reporters 
said. 

The rioting, the worst 
since more than 60tf people 
were killed in the sprawling 
black ghetto of Soweto out- 


The police unions from 
the three areas voted Mon¬ 
day in favor of striking to 
back their demands. 

However, a barrier to a 
strike for the time being is 
the presence in the dispute 
of a provincial government 
mediator. Until he Steps 
aside, no job action can be 
taken legally. 

Odd-man-out is the Saan¬ 
ich Police Association, 
which has just emerged 
from a separate battle with 
its municipality. The Saan¬ 
ich association has been 


involved in over-all nego¬ 
tiations as a member of the 
Joint Council of Police 
Ijnions, but is not included 
in the strike notice because 
it is bound to the job by a 
contract that doesn't ex¬ 
pire until the end of this 
year. 

Contracts for the others 
expired at the end of 1979. 

The joint council has 
been dealing with the 
Greater Victoria Labor Re- 
lations Association, a 
change from past years 
when the forces bargained 


separately with their police 
boards. 

B.C. Federation of Labor 
secretary Dave MacIntyre, 
who has been aeting as 
chief negotiator for the 
unions, said the strike 
mandate was clear evi¬ 
dence of the displeasure of 
police with the failure to 
get anywhere in negotia¬ 
tions or mediation talks 
with GVLRA. 

Carl Anshelm, general 
manager and chief nego¬ 
tiator of GVLRA, voiced 
surprise. 


“It IS unusual for unions 
to conduct strike votes 
when they haven’t made a 
proposal on wages,” he 
said. 

MacIntyre, however, 
looked at the same point 
from a different angle. 

“This has been a very 
frustrating set of negotia¬ 
tions to date," he said in a 
prepared press release. 

“Very few items have 
been settled, and of those 
items, some are provisions

The provincial govern¬ 
ment and the union that 
represents its employees 
finally had something in 
common Tuesday—silence 
by mutual consent. 

In spite of the fanfare 
that preceded the meeting 
of B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees' Union leaders, 
Premier'Bennctt and Pro¬ 
vincial Secretary Evan 
Wolfe over the pension plan 
controversy, it was “no 
comment” all around when 
the 45-minute session broke 
up. 

Out of it all, however, 
comes an indication the 
governtpent may be pre¬ 
pared in some way to ap¬ 
pease a union that played a 
leading role in province¬ 
wide protests against 
planned changes to pension 
plan legislation. 

As he emerged from the 
meeting with his support 
troops, BCGEU president 


Norm Richards tried to 
fend off reporters with a 
“no comment whatso¬ 
ever,” but did concede 
under questioning that the 
meeting went “very well.” 

Had it not gone that way, 
the BCGEU would have 
been expected to say it was 
hdading for a top-level con¬ 
ference to decide on its 
next course of action. 

That, at least, was the 
message that came 
through from Richards the 
day tefore, when he ad¬ 
dressed 6,000 protesters at 
the final rally in front of the 
Legislature. 

An insider who wasn’t at 
Tuesday’s meeting sug¬ 
gested the mood indicate 
a willingness to try to 
deal with the problem. 

“When you get a no-com¬ 
ment atmosphere like that, 
you usually know there are 
ongoing negotiations,” he 
said.

OTTAWA (CP) — Sci¬ 
ence Minister John Roberts 
told the Commons Tuesday 
a special science commit¬ 
tee was studying the com¬ 
mercial opportunities as 
well as the potential impact 
of biotechnological re¬ 
search, ^Including genetic 
engineering. 

The minister was re¬ 
sponding to Progressive 
(jonservative Gary Gurbin, 
representing the Ontario 
riding of Bruce-Grey, who 
want^ to know if the gov¬ 
ernment had considered 
the possible dangerous ef¬ 


fects of a U.S. Supreme 
Court decision Monday to 
allow scientists to patent 
living organisms created in 
a laboratory. 

Roberts said the commit¬ 
tee was assigned “not only 
to look at the (research) 
possibilities but the poten¬ 
tial impact on our society, 
its morals, its values and 
the general social con¬ 
text . . .” of this new field 
of science. 

Biotechnology basically 
involves the manipulation 
for human purposes of the 


biological reactions of 
micro-organisms. 

The U.S. court ruled In a 
5-to-4 vote that these 
“bugs” might be included 
in U.S. law allowing pa¬ 
tents for someone who “in¬ 
vents or discovers any new 
or useful process, machine 
or manufacture of compo¬ 
sition of matter.” 

The decision was good 
news to the National Re¬ 
search Council, which had 
filed two patents on genetic 
engineering techniques

side Johannesburg four 
years ago, was centred in 
the Cape Town area, police 
reported. 

At least 10 people were 
killed and as many as 50 
were wounded in the five 
townships near Cape Town, 
the Afrikaans Die Burger 
newspaper said. Residents 
said the published count 
was much too low. 

Police confirmed “a 
number of people have 
been killed and a number 
hurt,” but would give no 
more details until after an 
investigation. - “I have no 
numbers to tell you,” said 
J .F. Rossouw, Cape 'Town's 
police commissioner. 

As news of the shootings 
spread, youths took to the 
streets Tuesday ni^t, set¬ 
ting fires, overturning cars 
and looting shops. But po¬ 
lice said firemen were told 
to keep out of the areas for 
their own safety. 

A resident said police 
simply opened fire on a 
crowd of youths. 
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The commander of the 
Iranian Revolutionary 
Guards, the main security 
force of Ayatollah Ruhol- 
lah Khomeini’s revolution, 
announced his resignation 
Tuesday after allegations 
that some members of the 
corps had exceeded their 
orders. 

Abu Sharif handed his 
resignation to President 
Abolhassan Banl-Sadr 
after only a month in the 
job. Bani-Sadr said later he 
had not decided whether to 
accept Sharif’s resignation 
and that he would “be dis¬ 
cussing it with the guards” 
today. 

In a brief statement, the 
corps commander said 
' “exclusivism and sec¬ 
tarianism” had frustrated 
his aim of setting up a force 
to aid the world's op¬ 
pressed and pursue Iran’s 
revolutionary coursq.

Sections of the guards 
are known for their strong 
support of Islamic hard¬ 


liners, especially the stu¬ 
dents holding 53 American 
diplomats as hostages. As a 
result, there was specula¬ 
tion that Sharif might have 
resigned because of differ¬ 
ences between these fac¬ 
tions and others supporting 
Bani-Sadr, who is known to 
want an early end to the 
hostage crisis. 

Last week, guards pro¬ 
tecting the occupied U.S. 
embassy were criticized by 
interior ministry officials. 
The interior ministry said 
the guards had open^ fire 
during nearby street riot¬ 
ing without regard for the 
consequences, wounding 
several people. 

A message from Ayatol¬ 
lah Khomeini to a guards’ 
rally Monday in Tehran 
said the corps might have 
been ^netrated by “crimi¬ 
nals” who were ordering 
illegal arrests and exprop¬ 
riations. 


French blocked talks 
—island negotiators 


Beaten man^s brother jailed

The younger brother of a man beaten up by a 
Sidney RUMP officer was given a jail sentence 
Tuesday in Victoria provincial court for as¬ 
saulting a Colwood RCMP constable. 

Erik Walter Krenbrink, 17, of 601 Raynor, 
pleaded guilty to assaulting a peace officer and 
consuming liquor in a public place. 

Krenbrink's 23-year-old brother, David 
Dean, was the victim of a May 1, 1979, 
police beating in front of the Sidney RCMP 
detachment and 29-ycar-old Constable Grant 
Boltrell was convicted of two counts of assault 
causing bodily harm and sentenced May 29 to 
three months in jail. 

In the younger Krenbrink's case, crown 
counsel Don Laughton said Constable Stanley 
Hall was dropping his daughter off at Centen¬ 


nial Park April 16 when he saw Krenbrink 
drinking from a bottle of beer and ordered him 
to pour it out. Krenbrink became abusive. Hall 
tried to arrest him and a struggle ensued. 
Krenbrink missed with several attempted kicks 
but connected with a punch to Hall’s head which 
caused a black eye and lacerations. 

While Hall was down, Krenbrink jumped on 
a motorcycle and left the scene, court was told. 

Defence lawyer Chris Considine said Kren¬ 
brink surrendered to police after learning 
there was a warrant out for his arrest. 

Laughton alleged a juvenile record including 
convictions for possession of marijuana, break¬ 
ing and entering, possession of liquor, common 
assault, causing a disturbance, carrying a dan¬ 
gerous weapon, driving without due care and 
attention, driving without a valid driver’s li¬ 
cence, driving without valid insurance, and 
misuse of licence plates. 


After recalling that he presided at BottrelTs 
preliminary hearing, Jud^ Blake Allan called 
the attack a “brutal assault of a peace officer in 
the execution of his duty.” 

When Considine said sending Krenbrink to 
jail would put him in with the “wrong crowd,” 
Allan rebutted with a reminder that a poliw 
officer was sent to jail for three months when 
Krenbrink’s brother was attacked. 

“I have to mention it because many people 
will have it in mind,” Allan said. 

He imposed a 12-day jail sentenee on the 
assault charge and also placed Krenbrink on six 
months’ probation. One condition is that Kren¬ 
brink not enter any premises where liquor 
is .sold. 

On the Liquor Control Act offence, Allan 
imposed a suspended sentence and another six 
months’ probation. 


PORT VILA (AP) — New 
Hebrides officials Tuesday 
accused France of en¬ 
couraging rebellious na¬ 
tives to roll oil drums and 
trucks on an island airfield 
to prevent government ne¬ 
gotiators from landing. 

Officials had said the 
thwarted negotiations 
would be the last peace 
offer before sending in sol¬ 
diers.

Tbe province could simply turn off 
the tap—refuse to sell its oil to the rest 
of tbe country. 

The British North America Act, tbe 
much-debated British statute which set 
the rules of Canadian Coufederatian 113 
years ago, spells out unequivocally that 
the provinces have “propri^ry control” 
over the natural resources which lie with¬ 
in their boundaries. 

The question of i^source ownership 
has always been—and will continue to 
be—one of tbe most hotly-conteste^ ques¬ 
tions of the constitution, but for the mo¬ 
ment tte law appears to offer Alberta tbe 
opportunity to counter Lalonde’s imposed 
price by denying Canadians its petroleum 
at any price. 

THIS IS WHERE the battle gets 
messy. 

The federal government, staring at 
the horrifying prospect of serious win¬ 
ter oil shortages, would be pushed into 
using its constitutional powers to over¬ 
ride Alberta. 

Ottawa could compel the province 
to provide oil for the rest of the country 
under three separate provisions of the 
British North America Act: 

• It could claim that Alberta was 
interfering with the flow of interpro¬ 
vincial trade, which is a federal re¬ 
sponsibility. A nasty jurisdictional squab¬ 
ble would undoubtedly ensue. 

• Ottawa, which is empowered to act 
in emergency situations to ensure that 
“peace, order and good government” are 
maintained, could assume responsibility 
for domestic oil distribution. This provi-

Sion of tbe constitutiou has been used as 
recently as 1173, when Prime Minister 
’ Trudeau invoked it as his grounds for tbe 
imposition of wage and price controls. 

• THE FEDERAL government could 
use its declaratory power. Ottawa would 
declare that, in Ite national interest, oil 
supply and pricing questions should be 
taken over by the federal government. 
“This is what everybody is Ktting all 
excited about,” said a federal legal ex¬ 
pert. 

This provision of the BNA Act has 
become a little rusty with disuse in re¬ 
cent years, but bas been invoked more 
than 470 times in Canadian history to 
allow tbe federal government final say 
over such diverse areas as canals, local 
rail administration, dams, tunnels, har¬ 
bors and bridges. 

One of its more interesting recent 
applications was in the 19S0s, when the 
federal government declared atomic en¬ 
ergy to te a federal responsibility. 

“rrs OBVIOUS that there's no legal 
problem with declaratory power. The 
problem is political,” said a federal 
spokesman. “We take over oil wells and 
who’s to say what would happen?” 

So far, all the two governments have 
done is dig out their weapons and polish 
them up for display. 

Nobody wants a shoot-out, but no¬ 
body intends to be caught unarmed.

plan to put into commercial 
production at Toronto’s 
! Connaught Laboratories. 

; Cloning basically in- 
j volves chemically snipping 
I bits of hereditary informa- 
‘ tion—the DNA—from dif- 
i ferent organisms, recom- 
! bining them in bacteria and 
'^watching them produce 
Identical versions of them¬ 
selves. 

The council had also filed 
a second patent on 
Narang’s work on the de¬ 
velopment of a special join¬ 
ing or "linker” molecule 
used to fit the new material 
into bacteria. 

Narang is currently out 
of town and could not be 
reached, but Gaude Bish¬ 
op, head of the council’s 
biological sciences divi¬ 
sion, said Tuesday be was 
pleased with the Supreme 
Court decision.

Bishop said the council 
had applied for patents in 
the U.S. so Canadian de¬ 
velopments would be pro¬ 
tect^ in a wider market 
where genetic research ex¬ 
ceeded efforts by scientists 
here. 

Donald Layne, Con¬ 
naught’s vice-president in 
charge of research, said 
approval of genetic patents 
resulting from the U.S. de¬ 
cision would probably pave 
the way for countless legal 
battles. 

Layne is also a member 
of the committee set up by 
Roberts. 

Layne said from Toronto 
that Canadians should-be 
moving ahead quickly in 
biotechnology, particu¬ 
larly its use in converting 
forestry products for en¬ 
ergy alternatives. 

Along with genetic and 
cellular manipulation, bio¬ 
technology offers the 
promise of alternate liquid 
fuels such as methane 
through the fermentation 
process. 


Vancouver’s Chinese

Suzanna Seto, 29, a real 
estate appraiser, was sex¬ 
ually assaulted and killed 
by a blow to the head. Her 
b^y was found June 3 in 
thick bush near her hotel in 
Duncan. 

Jack Say Yee, chairman 
of the newly-formed Suzan¬ 
na Seto Reward Commit¬ 
tee, said various Chinese 
individuals and groups 
were making a concert^ 
effort to help nab the kill¬ 
er. 

Donations were “mount¬ 
ing by tbe hour” in what 
was already tbe largest 
ever posted by the city’s 


Chinese community, Yee 
said. 

There were no new leads 
to the identity of the killer, 
RCMP Staff Sgt. Karl von 
Brevem said Tuesday. The 
detectives working on the 
case were going through 
tbe slow process of “check¬ 
ing peo^e out.” The case 
was a difficult one to solve 
because police bad been 
unable to pinpoint a mo¬ 
tive, he said. 

Although the patholo¬ 
gist’s report said the 
woman had been sexually 
molested, tbe killer’s ac¬ 
tions were not consistent 
with a sex-related slaying, 
tbe police officer said. 

“It is a very strange mur¬ 
der. 

“It appears that once a 
murder had been commit- 
ed the person responsible 
would simply take off. But 
he didn’t. It appears he 


came back to the hotel 
room, as some articles 
were removed from the 
room.”

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GNP slide proves recession on, say Tories, NDP 


OTTAWA (CP) — Opposition MPs said 
Tuesday the iong-expect^ economic recess¬ 
ion has already started. 

They quot^ figures released earlier in 
the day by Statistics Canada showing the 
value of goods and services in the economy 
declined 0.5 per cent during the first three 
months of this year, the second quarter 
within a year that there was a decline. 


By one definition of a recessloa — two 
quarters of decline in the gross national 
product within one year—the country now is 
in a recession. However, by the U.S. defini¬ 
tion of two consecutive quarters of no 
economic growth, it is still teetering on the 
verge. 

Official definitions aside, Progressive 
Conservative Sinclair Stevens and New 


Democrat Bob Rae, economic spokesmen 
for their parties, said the recession has 
already started. 

“I think people are just being cute if they 
suggest it Is not here,” said Stevens, former 
treasury board president in the Progres¬ 
sive Conservative government. 

"We are like a ship at sea going through 
icebergs,” Stevens said in an interview. “We 


know we are going to hit that iceberg but 
the ^ernment says ‘let’s not worry about it 
until it happens.'" 

Rae said in an interview that business 
activity has slowed down, more people 
are losing their jobs and most Canadians are 
preparing for a recession. 

“Business investment is being cut back. 


personal spending is being cut back." he 
said. “All of these things are signs that 
we are in a very difficult time... and I think 
you could call it a recession.” 

Finance Minister Allan MacEachen re¬ 
fused to admit the recession has started, ^t 
conceded the figures for the first quarter 
are not “an aberration or a fluke.” 


KING SKEPTICAL 
OF PEACE HOPES 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Jordan’s King Hussein 
affirmed his commitment to peace in the Middle 
East on Tuesday, but said he and President Carter 
have “differences in terms of outlook regarding the 
route that we take.” 

The president said: “There are doubts about 
the prosi^ts for peace.” 

Administration officials did not expect the 
king’s first U.S. visit in more than three years to 
produce a breakthrough. Hussein probably will 
leave with a promise of more American tanks and 
continuing skepticism about Carter’s policy. 

Chief among the differences between Hussein 
and Carter involve the Camp David agreements that 
produced a peace treaty last year between Egypt 
and Israel and set up negotiations over limited self- 
ruie for 1.2 million Palestinian Arabs living in Is¬ 
raeli-held tenritory.

OTTAWA (CP) — New 
Democrats have urged Ex¬ 
ternal Affairs Minister 
Mark MacGuigan to cancel 
a “military trade fair” to 
be held here next week.

Soviet retreat unlikely 


NEW DELHI (AP) — 
Hope is fading for with¬ 
drawal of Soviet troops 
from Afghanistan and find¬ 
ing a political solution is 
more urgent than ever. 
Foreign Minister P. V. N. 
Rao said Tuesday. 

He gave that assessment 
in a report to parliament on 
his recent visit to Moscow. 

Rao said the continued 
presence of Soviet troops in 
Afghanistan could become 
“a pretext for those who 
wish to create further in¬ 
stability in that country.” 

In a related develop¬ 
ment, foreign ministry 
spokesman J. N. Dixit said 
the Indian Embassy in 
Kabul, capital of Afghanis¬ 
tan, has “confirmed” that 
modern Western arms 
were reaching Moslem 
rebels battling the Marxist 
government of President 
Babrak Karmal. Ttie state¬ 
ment represented support 
of the Soviet claim that the 
United States, C^ina and 
Pakistan are aiding the 
anti-Communist insur¬ 
gents. 

Rao told parliament he is 
pessimistic about a Soviet 
withdrawal because of 
news reports from Wash¬ 
ington su^esting “a slight 
but sipiificant shift in the 
American position” toward 
a stronger confrontation 
with Moscow over the So¬ 
viet intervention. 

Dixit said later the min¬ 
ister was referring to re¬ 
ports of increased military 
supplies to Egypt, a Mos¬ 


lem state that has offered 
help to the Moslem insur¬ 
gents, and a buildup at the 
U.S. military base on the 
island of Diego Garcia in 
the Indian Ocean. 

Rao said that when he 
met with Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev and For¬ 
eign Minister Andrei Gro¬ 
myko early this month, 
they “left us in no doubt on 
the Soviet Union’s readi¬ 
ness to withdraw troops 
once a political settlement 
had been reached.” 

He made no mention of 
reports of stiff fighting be¬ 
tween the estimated 85,000 
Soviet soldiers in Afghanis¬ 
tan and the rebels, except 
to say “aggression against 
Afghanistan” is continuing 
’’with the help of well- 


armed and trained insur¬ 
gents based on Pakistan 
territory.” 

That is in line with the 
Soviet position that it 


began sending troops into 
Afghanistan in December 
to help the Afghan govern¬ 
ment against outside inter¬ 
ference. 


Senate approves 
$4.7 billion aid 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Senate Tuesday au¬ 
thorized $4,786 billion in foreign aid and soundly de¬ 
feated a move to cut assistance for Israel because of 
its controversial West Bank settlement policy. 

The Senate approved the authorization 58-32 and sent 
it to conference committee. 

The House has authorized a $5.2 billion program. 
The Senate bill is $460 million less than President 
Carter requested. 


New super ministry 
for social affairs 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Commons Tues¬ 
day approved the creation of a super 
ministry of social affairs to co-ordinate 
the $26 billion of social and economic 
policies federal departments now admin¬ 
ister. 

A motion to create the ministry was 
passed by a vote of 172 to 22. 

The new ministry will be headed by 
Justice Minister Jean C2iretien and em¬ 
ploy about 60 persons. 

Progressive Conservative MPs sup¬ 
ported the motion but vowed to monitoC)^ 
the ministry’s activities closely to ensure v 


it doesn’t become “a vast bureaucracy 
growing like crab grass on a lawn.” 

New Democrat MPs opposed the super 
ministry because they said it will give the 
government an excuse to cut expendi¬ 
tures on social programs. 

In debate Tuesday before the vote.

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The dangers of 
wearing blinkers 


Two or three years ago, in illustrating the 
lack of day-to-day consultation and co-opera¬ 
tion between divisional heads in the Provincial 
Museum, a cynical employee drew the analogy 
of a mountain hike. If the various bosses met 
one day on a mountain top the effect would be 
one of total surprise, he said. No one would 
have the faintest idea that any of the others 
were likely to be there, let alone the route they 
had taken or the objective of the exercise. 

Such a narrow, compartmentalized ap¬ 
proach to administration is found at every 
level of government and seems to be the 
occupational disease of bureaucrats. In a 
small municipal staff it is inexcusable, in a 
provincial department the size of the Museum 
it is probable, but between ministries and big 
Crown corporations it is almost inevitable. 

Blinkered administration often results In 
mere irritation, such as a duplication of ser¬ 
vices or a minor unnecessary expenditure. 
However, a warning was sound^ recent¬ 
ly that unless there is a radical improvement 
in this sad situation the cost to British Colum¬ 
bia could be incalculable. 

Professor Irving Fox, of the University of 
British Columbia’s community and regional 
planning school, told a Prince George planning 
conference that unplanned resource develop¬ 
ment in northern B.C. could seriously harm the 
area’s human mhabitants, wildlife and en¬ 
vironment. 

At present, he said, programs for trans¬ 
portation, forestry, mining, power, wildlife 
and recreation tend to be planned indepen¬ 
dently of each other with little over-all co-ordi¬ 
nation. If this haphazard approach allows 
premature exploitation of northern resources 
it could not only eliminate future options—for 
example, through hydro development per¬ 
manently flooding agricultural land — but 
endanger wildlife populations and damage 
irreparably a unique environment. 

Professor Fox urges the government to 
establish special programs which would in¬ 
volve the public and give primary responsi¬ 
bility for northern resource planning and man¬ 
agement to locally-elected regional 
jurisdictions. 

At a time when B.C. seems poised to fulfil 
former premier W.A.C. Bepnett’s dream of 
opening up the North, his words should be 
heeded and acted upon — urgently. This prov¬ 
ince has surely witnessed enough violation of 
its environment to learn how to handle the 
rapists. 


Seen in passing 

It was such a sad lihle affair, the annual 
convention of the Conservative Party in Rich¬ 
mond last weekend. 

What was badly needed was a declaration 
of Conservative principles and a dedication to 
work together for them. Delegates got the 
declaration, not from Joe Clark but from Ron 
Huntington, MP for Capilano. They then pro¬ 
ceeded to establish separate proWncial and 
federal party wings in British Columbia. Join 
one — or the other — or both. Tories can. now 
divide their loyaltie^ geographically. Only in 
politics can you find such flexibjty. 

What madness prompted this divisive 
move? Somehow it is intended to accommo¬ 
date those people who want to support the 
Tories federally but remain free to back the 
conservative Swlal Credit party provincially. 

Did Mr. Clark address this deadly schism 
of the faint-hearted head on? He did not. He 
engaged in some ritual Liberal bashing 
(yawn) instead. 

No wonder there is no one of stature 
prepared to take on the provincial Conserva 
tive leadership. Come to that, the federal 
Conservatives need a leader, too. 


Not all the Scots love North Sea oil 
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ABERDEEN, Scotland — At first 
glance, this once isolaled port and 
university city on the North Sea coast 
hardly fits its new reputation as the 
offshore oil capital of Europe and 
“Houston of the north.” 

Dignified boulevards of imposing 
grey granite buildings, spectaular 
rose gardens and lush river val¬ 
leys penetrating into the heart of the 
city dominate its appearance. But 
signs of dramatic underlying change 
brought by the North Sea oil boom can 
be seen in the smart shops lining 
stately Union Street and the oil com¬ 
panies’ new offices, service depots 
and supply boats crowding the harbor 
nearby. 

Nestled in the grassy hills around 
the city are new industrial parks and 
housing subdivisions where thou¬ 
sands of people in the offshore oil 
industry work and live. Stores are 
filled with staples of the affluent 
suburban lifestyle. 

Out in the countryside, once dying 
villages are being revived by oil in¬ 
dustry executives and technicians, 
many of them Americans, who have 
settled there. Further north along the 
coast are rapidly developing support 
bases for the offshore oil industry 
at the harbor of Peterland and ter¬ 
minals at St. Fergus and Cruden Bay 
for oil and gas pipes onshore from the 
Nbrth Sea fields. 

At Aberdeen airport, now also the 
world's busiest civilian helicopter 
base, there are more flights to oil 
platforms in the North Sea than to 
Glasgow or Edinburgh, and as many 
to the Norwegian oil-industry city of 
Stavanger across the North ^a as to 
London. In tHe ultra-modem passen-

ger terminals, executives in well-tai¬ 
lored suits mingle with oil rig workers 
in blue jeans, cowboy boots and 10-, 
gallon hats. 

North Sea oil has been undeniably 
good to Aberdeen and the green, hilly 
Grampian region around it in north¬ 
eastern Scotland. It brought more 
than 30,000 new jobs to an area of 
250,000 people. It also produced lu¬ 
crative new work for the existing 
maritime, engineering and service 
industries and a new research role for 
Aberdeen’s respected university and 
technical institutes. 

“Oil has brought a new vigor and 
enterprise to the city,” said Aber¬ 
deen’s lord provost, Alexander C. Col¬ 
lie, the equivalent of an American 
mayor. “Everyone and all of the 
city’s businesses have taken advan¬ 
tage of the opportunity.” 

But North Sea oil has not been a 
similar bonanza for the rest of Scot¬ 
land, as was once expected. Except 
for construction of oil platforms in a 
few fjords in the highlands and some 
supply ships in Clyde River ship¬ 
yards in and around Glasgow, most of 
the spinoff economic development ^ 
has been spread thinly throughout ^ 
Britain. An all of the billions in North 
Sea oil royalty and tax revenues 
go directly to the British treasury in 
London. 

Meanwhile, except for Aberdeen 
and the financial centre of Edin¬ 
burgh, Scotland is one of Britain’s 
most depressed areas, with much 
higher unemployment and lower

Nevada tycoon’s selfless aid 
for the rebels on a tropic isle 


» CARSON CITY, Nevada 
— The separatist rebellion 
on the New Hebrides island 
of Espiritu Santo was 
masterminded in the Car- 
sqn City office of Nevada 
land baron Michael Oliver, 
SI. 

Lithuanian-hom Oliver is 
the millionaire founder of a 
right-wing group, the'Phoe- 
nix Foundation, which has 
previously tried to estab¬ 
lish independent, tax-free 
states on tiny islands in the 
Caribbean and the Pacific. 

He says he and a half- 
dozen associates gave 
bearded Eurasian rebel 
leader Jimmy Stevens 
"about $300,000’’ and 
helped him write “a consti¬ 
tution for his new, free-en¬ 
terprise state” on the se¬ 
cessionist island in the 
South Pacific group. 

“Our money didn’t go 
into guns — not one water 
pistol,” he told me. “The 
last thing we want is blood¬ 
shed.” Stevens had bought 
radios for communication 
with groups in outlying vil¬ 
lages, “but nearly every¬ 
thing went on travel ex¬ 
penses.” 

Oliver has known ’Ste¬ 
vens for 10 years, and paid 
for the self-proclaimed 
President of Espiritu Santo 
to make frequent flights to 
Carson City “for advice.” 
He had shepherded Stevens

and assorted chiefs around 
the United Nations, to the 
■State Department, and to 
the International Rescue 
Committee to help plead 
their cause (“they can’t do 
much in pidgin, you 
know”). But never, never 
had he advocated violence. 

There had been talk in his 
office of a peaceful take¬ 
over to counter the red 
threat, Oliver agrees. And 
he had given the rebels a 
gift of eight flags — a green 
star on a field of blue — for 
the new nation. That was 
all. 

Was he trying to set up a 
tax haven for U.S. busi¬ 
ness? “That is lies. Jimmy 
and 20 chiefs came to ask 
our advice on a constitu¬ 
tion. They are pro-Ameri¬ 
can. The British were going 
to hand power to Walter 
tini, who wants to be the 
Castro of the Pacific. They 
were afraid.” 

So Oliver and some 
friends dashed off a consti¬ 
tution in his office. “They 
can adopt it or not. What 
they don’t want Is the sort 
of totalitarian fascist re¬ 
gime Lini would bring.” 

The friends belonged to 
the Libertarian Party, a 
small but well-heeled 
right-wing group which has 
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family incomes than the rest of the 
country. The steady deterioration of 
the British economy has continued to 
hit Scotland particularly hard be¬ 
cause of the concentration of labor- 
intensive manufacturing industry 
there. The Clyde River Valley sur¬ 
rounding Glasgow, one of the world’s 
leading industrial centres, suffers the 
worst poverty, slums and social prob¬ 
lems of any big city in northern 
Europe. 

'The long decline of the traditional 
shipbuilding, steel and textile indus¬ 
tries has shut scores of factories 
and drydocks in the Clyde valley, 
putting tens of thousands of people 
out of work. The situation began 
growing even worse last year when 
more diversified Scottish industries, 
many of them American-owned, 
began laying off workers and closing 
their doors. 

At least 20,000 jobs were lost in 
Scotland during 1079, according to the 
Scottish Council Research Institute 
in Edinburgh. Singer, Massey-Fergu- 
son, Goodyear and Monsanto were 
among the firms that shut their 
factories, and Timex, Chrysler and 
others made massive layoffs. 

This has aroused such bitterness 
toward American employers, espe¬ 
cially in Glasgow, that Craig Camp¬ 
bell, director of the Scottish Council 
Research Institute, felt it necessary 
to tell a recent regional conference in 
Glasgow: “It’s high time we recog¬ 
nized the positive contribution these 
U.S. subsidiaries make to Scotland’s 


economy and to employment In Scot¬ 
land. Too often these companies get 
publicity only when individual ram- 
panies cut back on employment.” 

The subsidiaries of American 
companies in Scotland, like other 
industries there, have suffered from 
the steady contraction of the British 
economy, the rapidly rising costs of 
Britain’s runaway inflation and wage 
rates and the inflated exchange rate 
of the British pound. One of the 
primary reasons that the pound keeps 
rising in value while the British 
economy contipues to deteriorate is 
the revenue from North Sea oil. 

“There is quite a bit of bitterness 
about the oil,” said Scottish Council 
economist Jeremy Baxter, because 
most of Scotland suffers from an 
oil-inflated pound while gaining little 
new employment or investment from 
offshore development. 

“Where does all the North Sea oil 
money go?” James Johnstone, execu¬ 
tive director of the Scottish Council 
asks rhetorically. “It’s all sucked up 
by the treasury In London.” 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher’s monetarist conservative 
government believes its rapidly in¬ 
creasing North Sea oil revenues 
should be used only to reduce the 
government debt and eventually to 
make big income tax cuts possible. It 
would then be left to the private 
economy to redistribute the money 
throu^out the country. But Scottish 
politicians and business leaders 
argue that a sizable amount of the 
money from oil produced off Scot¬ 
land’s North Sea coast should be 
directly invested by the government 
in Scottish industry.

One was 
California phiiosophy pro¬ 
fessor John Hospers, 59, 
who with Carson City law¬

“But there will be no 
taxes,” said Oliver, “and 
government interference 
with legitimate business 
will be prohibited. Ameri¬ 
can businessmen have a 
duty to get involved in 
these areas threatened by 
communist takeover.”

TORONTO — When an 
auction sale is to be held the 
time and place are adver- 
t i s e d . 

There is a 
brief de¬ 
scription of 
the goods 
and the 
public is in¬ 
vited to in¬ 
spect them 
before- 
hand. 

At the 
sale in- 
terested buyers bid for an 
item until no one is pre¬ 
pared to pay more than the 
latest bid. That bid be¬ 
comes the sale price and 
the bidder is the purchas¬ 
er. 

All the elements of a free 
competitive market are 
present: freedom to choose 
from an assortment of 
goods, freedom to compete 
with other buyers, freedom 
for the auctioneer to sell, or 
not to sell below a reserve 
price. 

At a political auction, 
however, the conditions are 
different. When a politician 
bids against a rival for 
votes the goods offered are 
not priced because they are 
not for sale. They are 
grants, or subsidies, or tax 
concessions. They may be 
offered to a particular 
group, as with an increase 
in family allowance or in 
the guaranteed income 
supplement to pensioners, 
or to the voters at large, as 
with health care or a prom¬ 
ise not to raise taxes. 

Whereas in a commer¬ 
cial auction the buyers 
make their own.decisions 
about the things that they 
want and the prices they 
will pay, in the political 
variety the decisions are 
made for them. They have 
no say in what is offered, no 
means of telling what it will 
cost them, and no opportu¬ 
nity to turn the offer down. 
They cannot leave the auc¬ 
tion and the supplier of the 
goods offered holds a 
monopoly. 

It is axiomatic that 
schemes designed to win 
elections must appeal to 
the largest number of 
voters. But elections are 
not won by telling the 
voters what the schemes 
will cost. After the victory 
the government postpones 
the inevitable tax increases 
either by borrowing or by 
printing more money. By 
doing so it reinforces the 
illusion it waved before the 
voters — that the state has 
wealth of its own and that 
no one need work harder or

more productively to in¬ 
crease it. 

Having lost the political 
auction, the losers resolve 
not to make the same mis¬ 
take again. Next time they 
will raise their bids. But the 
winners are not idle, either. 
Just as the losers use the 
interim to devise more at¬ 
tractive schemes, so are 
the incumbents busy doing 
the same. 

So the game continues, 
while inflation mounts and 
the economic stimulus that 
can come only from the 
qualities of initiative, inno¬ 
vation and hard work is 
further depressed. 

A solution lies in restor¬ 
ing freedom of choice to the 
voters. If some of the ser¬ 
vices they have come to 
expect from government 
were both priced and of¬ 
fered for sale, and if,' as a 
paper by officials of the 
Department of Supply and 


Services suggested recent¬ 
ly, the services — such as 
transportation, communi¬ 
cations, education, health 
and manufacturing—were 
also open to bids from com¬ 
mercial contractors, the 
worst effects of auction 
politics would disappear. 

Those genuinely in need 
— the handicapped, the 
chronically ill, the retard¬ 
ed, the victims of natural 
disasters — would stil be 
cared for, but the majority, 
which is not in need, would 
be free to choose between 
competing suppliers. 

No longer sheltered by 
monopoly, the government 
sector would bwome more 
efficient. No longer dis¬ 
tracted by temptations to 
offer more than they can 
deliver, politicians would 
attend to the task they are 
charged with: delivering 
peace, order and good gov¬ 
ernment.

Comment on revolution 
appalling from socialist 


I have just read Walter Young’s re¬ 
view of Bariura Amiel’s latest book, Con- 
fesslotts. I was appalled to read tlut one of 
Canada’s eminent political scientists and 
a socialist thinks that there is some good 
to be said for tbe Russian Revolution. Or, 
as he wrote: “Certainly Sweden is not 
paradise on earth, Sakharov is cooped up 
in Gorky and thousands of Chinese 
perished in tbe revolution. Does it neces¬ 
sarily follow that there is nothing to be 
learned from Sweden, that the Russian 
Revolution was a terrible mistake or 
that China would be better off If Chiang 
Kai-shek had won?” 

Obviously it cannot be that Professor 
Young thinks all evolutions are good be¬ 
cause I am sure he would be tbe first to 
say that the Nazi and Fascist revolutions 
were “a terrible mistake.” So we can 
only assume that he does not think that 
Communist revolutions are a mistake. 
(Not even Stalin?) 

Walter Young is a socialist and so I 
would think he would abominate a revolu¬ 
tion which terrorized, executed and exiled 
Russian (and later. East European) so¬ 
cialists. In fact, Lehin and Stalin together 
killed more socialists (and of course com¬ 
munists as well) than any capitalist 
democracy, singly or collectively. I would 


think that such an atrocity alone would 
move a Canadian socialist intellectual to 
regard the Russian revolution as—at 
least—“a terrible mistake”, if not worse. 
Perhaps, Professor Young could explain 
what it is that he finds in the Bolstevik 
Revolution which is not “a teiribie mis¬ 
take.” 

As I read the book review, I was 
reminded of George Orwell’s “comfort¬ 
able English professor defending Russian 
totalitarianism” who might write some¬ 
thing like this: “While freely conceding 
that the Soviet regime exhibits certain 
features which the humanitarian may be 
inclined to deplore, we must, I tIUnk, 
agree that a certain curtailment of the 
right to political opposition is an unavoid¬ 
able concomitant of transitional periods, 
and that tbe rigors which the Russian 
people have been called upon to undergo 
have been amply justified in the sphere of 
concrete achievement.” 

I think Orwell’s marvellous euphe¬ 
mistic burlesque (it’s in his essay. Politics 
and the English Language, would also 
cover Professor Young’s comments about 
Chiang Kai-shek.

spectacular view for residents and visi- ; 
tors. 

On the east coast, of course, such a 
spectacle is possible only in the sum- ' 
mer, while in Victoria the waterfront is 
enjoyable all year. Just look, for exam¬ 
ple, at all the sports fishermen in their • 
boats off Brotchie ledge on soft, balmy 
days in January. Yet the blockers con¬ 
tinue to argue in public that it’s too cold 
and windy in Victoria for people to enjoy 
the waterfront. 

When the old Bapco paint factory on 
Laurel Point was replaced by the pres- 
,ont hotel, a sop was offered by the 
blockers to the viewers. Beyond the hotel, 
a path was provided where now people 
can go to view the harbor. But this re¬ 
quires a viewing expedition. To really 
open up the harbor would, of course, 
enable people just passing by to enjoy the 
view regularly.

OTTAWA (CP) — Fed¬ 
eral and provincial minis¬ 
ters agreed Tuesday to kick 
off a summer-k>ngseries of - 
constitutional meetings in 
Montreal July 7, but failed 
to agree on which of 12 key 
Issues would be first at the 
bargaining table. 

The week-long Montreal 
meeting will be followed by 
meetings in Toronto the 
next week and in Vancou¬ 
ver in the third week in 
July, all of which will lay 
the groundwork for a first 
ministers’ constitutional 
meeting here Sept. 8 to 12. 

Federal Justice Minister 
Jean Chretien and the Sas¬ 
katchewan minister of in¬ 
tergovernmental affairs, 
ROy Romanow, told report¬ 
ers the day-long meeting 
centred on procedures 
rather than substantive 


DISCUSSIONS at the 
summer meetings will 
centre on 12 key constitu¬ 
tional issues singled out by 
Prime Minister Trudeau 
and the provincial pre¬ 
miers at a private meeting 
last week. 

But Chretien said no de¬ 
cisions had been made on 
the order in which the 
items would be discussed. 
That will be decided in 
Montreal. 

“They should be dealt 
with on an equal basis,” " 
Chretien told reporters 
after the meeting. None 
would get priority over an¬ 
other. 

The 12 issues identified 
by the first ministers last 
week are resource owner¬ 
ship and interprovincial 
trade, control of communi¬ 
cations. family law, fisher¬ 
ies and offshore resources, 
reform of the Senate and 
.Supreme Court of Canada, 
equalization and regional 
disparities, charter of 
rights, federal and provin¬ 
cial powers over the econ¬ 
omy, a general statement 
of principles to form a 
preamable in a new consti¬ 
tution, and patriation of the 
constitution from the Brit¬ 
ish Parliamefit. 

THE LIST of items from 
Tuesday's meeting also 
tied the question of an 
amending formula to the 
patriation, meaning it 
would be discussed how to 
amend the constitution 
once it was brought to Can¬ 
ada. 

Claude Morin, Quebec's 
minister of intergovern¬ 
mental affairs, told report¬ 
ers he would likely want to 
add some items to the 12- 
issue list. These would be 
decided in discussions 
among all parties in the 
Quebec National Assem¬ 
bly. 

Morin has already said 
he wants the issue of pa¬ 
triation put to the bottom of 
the list, but he apparently 
did not raise this point at 
the Tuesday meeting. 

Ontario Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral Roy McMurtiy said 
the meeting had attempted 
to single out some of the 
issues that might prove the 
most difficult to resolve, 
but he refused to identify 
them. 

These have already been 
identified by federal and 
provincial politicians as 
language rights—which 
Trudeau says he wants in¬ 
cluded in a charter of 
human rights—resource 
control, fisheries, and an 
amending formula. Quebec 
has also opposed the word- 
ing of a proposed statement 
of principles.

QUEBEC (CP) — The 
final count in Quebec's 
May 20 referendum on so¬ 
vereignty-association 
gives the No side a shade 
larger margin than the ini¬ 
tial count indicated. 

No votes totalled 2,187,-

were 1,485,761, or 40.44 per 
cent. TTie figures were re¬ 
leased Tuesday by Que¬ 
bec’s chief returning offi¬ 
cer, Pierre-F. Cote. 

'Reports on referendum 
night gave the no side a 59.5 
per cent win, with yes votes 
totalling 40.5 per cent. 

Voter turnout was 85.61 
per cent of those eligible 
and 1.74 per cent of the 
ballots were spoiled.

Begin said the federal 
government would con¬ 


tinue Its reform of the pen- 
sloo system by seeking ad¬ 
vice from whose who 
administer and benefit 
from the program during a 
previously-announced na¬ 
tional pension conference 
that may be held as early 
as this fall. t 

"Beyond that conferencfe 
we will be working closely 
in consultation with our 
provincial colleagues in de- 


veloplng co-ordinated 
plans for the reform of the 
system as a whole, and tben 
putting those reforms into 
place." 

The amendment is in line 
with Ottawa’s intention to 
allow wages paid to wives 
in unincorporated family 
enterprises to be deducted 
as business expenses under 
the Income Tax Act. 

While Begin’s speech 
dealt mainly with a review 


of pensioa ptons, an ad¬

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Petrb-Canada preparing drill bits for east coast

Petro-Canada, the people's oil coill- 
pany, biu no plans to drill off the west 
roast of Canada at the moment, but it 
has big plans for the east coast. 

The east coast 19dl) program was 
made clear for about 200 members of 
the International and Canadian Oil 
Scouts Association at their annual 
meeting here Tuesday by Dennis 
Duff, Calgary, manager of frontier 


exploration for Petro-Canada Ex¬ 
ploration Inc. 

The speech was delivered at the 
same time by Petro-Canada's gen¬ 
eral manager frontier exploration 
Bill Thompson at the annual Cana¬ 
dian Gas Association's meeting in 
Jasper. 

Duff said in an interview after his 
slide and film-assisted presentation, 
in response to the question of when 
Petro-Canada wouid be driiling off 
B.C., said: 

“We have been looking at the west 


coast and it’s under consideration. At 
the moment I don't know of any 
definite plans to commence opera¬ 
tions.” 

He added that no seismic studies or 
other activities by his company were 
underway at the present time off the 
west coast. 

West coast driiling activities were 
placed under an open-ended morato¬ 
rium in 1971, following the fruitless 
14,well program carried on by Shell 
off Vancouver Island and in the He¬ 
cate Strait. 


Chevron Canada, which has an 
agreenjent with Shell, is a major 
holder of permits in the area. It has 
been conducting seismic testing and 
has expressed an interest in explora¬ 
tory drilling. 

Duff said that the industry will be 
spending about fZJi million to drill 10 
holes in the Atlantic seabed this 
summer, much of it in “Iceberg 
alley” off the coast of Labrador. 
Petro-Canada will be spending about 
$100 million of the total. 

Petro-Canada, with partners Aqui¬ 


taine, AGIP, Suncor and Gulf, will 
operate three drillships in the tra- 
cherous ice-floe area cdf Labrador. 

Three semi-submersiUe rigs will 
be operated by Petro-Canada in the 
Hibciniia field, near the Ben Nevis 
well that has shown hydrocarbon 
sands. 

More appraisal drilling. Duff said, 
will be done In the Sable Islands area 
by using a jack-up drilling vessel, 
under the auspices of Mobil and 
Petro-Canada. 

Delegates were told that Canada's 


east coast has all the geological at¬ 
tributes to develop into a prolific hy¬ 
drocarbon-bearing area. 

“Industry interest has been rekin 
died through major oil and gas disco¬ 
veries,” they were told. 

“This, combined with some suc¬ 
cessful appraisals, resolution of the 
federal-provincial jurisdictional dis¬ 
putes and appropriate firuincial in¬ 
centives, could lead to energy self- 
sufficiency and supply oil and gas to 
the east coast of Canada before 
the 1990s ”

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Small computer part Magma surging from volcano 
blamed in raid scares 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two recent 
false alarms signalling a Soviet missile 
attack were caiued by failure of an inex¬ 
pensive coin-size circuit In the complex 
military warning system, a top Pentagon 
official said Tue^ay. 

Assistant Defence Secretary Gerald 
Dlnneen said an investigation found that 
a circuit the size of a nickel or dime was 
the culprit in the false alarms, but that 
satellites and other warning devices 
worked without error. He said duty offi¬ 
cers at key command posts quickly de¬ 
tected that no attack was under way. 

,“We are confident we will catch all 
fake alerts, no matter how they are 


generated,” Dinneen told a news confer¬ 
ence. “We did on June 3 and 6 when the 
error t^as caught within two to three 
minutes.” 

Dinneen said, “I see no reason to 
change the procedures” for monitoring 
the warning system. 

The investigation indicated the false 
alarm did not result from poor main¬ 
tenance, but that devices such as the 
faulty circuit, which probably cost less 
than $100, simply wear out. 

“This particular problem can be cor¬ 
rected by replacing the faulty integrated 
circuit,” Dinneen said. 


VANCOUVER, Wash. 
(UP!) — A symphony of 
doomsday sounds — the 
crack of heat-expanding 
rocks, roaring steam 
plumes and thundering 
avalanches — accompany 
the slow rise of a lava dome 
in the Mount St. Helens cra¬ 
ter, a geologist said Tues¬ 
day. 

Molten rock welling up 
like toothpaste from a vent 
in the central part of the 
half-mile wide floor has 
formed a growing lava 
dome that looks like a 600- 
foot-wide, 150-foot-high 


toasted mushroom cap in 
the daytime. By night it 
glows dull red. > 

Formation of the dome 
tells little about the future 
of the volcano, cautioned 
Pete Rowley, a U.S. Geolo¬ 
gical Survey geologist. 

“The magma wells up 
and overflows and moves 
away from the vents, form¬ 
ing an inverted cereal bowl 
look,” said Rowley. “It is 
very likely that part of it 
will blow out. But it could 
also be the end of the vol¬ 
canic activity. This could 
be it.” 


The sounds inside the 
gaping crater are awe¬ 
some. As the mountain 
shakes and the dome 
grows, “house size” ava¬ 
lanches tumbled down the 
inside of the crater's slopes 
with "reverberating 
crashes,” said Rowley. 

“The dome, characteris¬ 
tically, when expanding 
will crack, and steam 
blasts come out. There 
could be small steam ex¬ 
plosions and part of the 
thing could be blown 
apart.” 

There was “bluebird” 


weather around the top of 
the steaming mountain for 
the first time since the 
June 12 eruption which 
began forming the dome, 
and teams of geologists 


were flown in for a closer 
inspection from the air. 

“This is the first time 
we’ve seen the dome" 
Rowley said.

NBC gains over ABC 


NEW YORK (AP) — 
NBC moved up from third 
place in the networks’ 
weekly ratings competition 
for the first time in nearly 
four months, while CBS 
continued to dominate the 
three-way race, building 
momentum for the upcom¬ 
ing prime-time season. 

ABC tumbled to third 
place for the week ending 
June IS with the lowest rat¬ 
ing —12.4—recorded by 
any network since NBC 
compiled a score' of 11.8 
last August. 

The networks say ABC’s 
rating, based on figures 
from the A. C. Nielsen Co., 
means in an average 
prime-time minute during 
the week, 12.4 per cent of 
TV-equipped homes in the 
U.S. were tuned to ABC. 

CBS, with the week’s 
seven highest-rated pro¬ 
grams, had a rating of 14.9 
to NBC’s 13.6. 

CBS now has won the 
weekly competition six 
times in a row. 

Nine of the week’s Top 10 
shows were reruns, the ex¬ 
ception being a new episode 
of the CBS situation com¬ 
edy. Phyl and Mikhy, 
which placed ninth.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Three of the tix orlgiiul 
owners of televlsloa sUUon CXVU hove compUla^ to 
the Canadian Radio-televisioo and Telecommaaicatloas 
O>mmissioa (hat secret financial deals affected control of 
tlKstatioo. 

Among those battling for control arc a former Liber¬ 
al Senator, a former leader of the Manitoba Liberal 
party and a cousin of B.C.'s lieutenant-governor Henry 
Bell-Irving.

major purchase of CKVU shares was made last year by 
Dr. Charles Allard, owner of Edmonton TV station 
(TTV. 

CKVU president Daryl Duke, vice-president Nor¬ 
man Klenman and director Gordon Lyall responded by 
buying more shares (or themselves and gained con¬ 
trol of the station. 

Other shareholders were concerned about the Duke 
group's $2 million purchase, including three original 
shareholders, Bill Bellman, former senator John Nichol 
and D.H. Bell-Irving. 

“It became apparent to us that funds for those pur¬ 
chases were being provided or guaranteed by an interest¬ 
ed third party, but we were unable to find out who,” the 
trio says in an intervention. 

The commission was told the purchase was funded 
through an agreement involving C^nWest Communi¬ 
cations Corp. and CanWest Capital Orp. of Winnipeg, 

CanWest (k>mmimications owns controlling inter¬ 
est in Global Communications which in turn is a hold¬ 
ing company for the Global Television network. Chair¬ 
man of the board is Israel (Izzy) Asper, tax expert and 
former leader of the Manitoba Liberal party. 

Allard and the dissident CKVU shareholders say this 


arrangement gives Asper control of the stathm, bat 
Asper says it doesn’t. 

"Effective control has passed to an outsider who 
until recently held no apparent interest in tte com¬ 
pany and was never part of the group of shareholders 
approved by the commission in the panting of the li¬ 
cence,” they said. 

Allard's company, Allarco Broadcasting Ltd. bas 
also filed an intervention charging that Diike, Lyall 
and Klenman violated the terms of the Canada Busi¬ 
ness Corporations Act. 

The intervention asks the CRTC to determine wheth¬ 
er Duke, Lyall and Klenman should be disqualified from 
holding directorship and office in Western Approaches 
Ltd., which owns CICVU and whether CanWest Capital 
and CanWest Communications should be disqualified 
from having any control over Western Approaches. 

It also asks that the CanWest agreement be set aside 
on the grounds it is improper and unauthorized. 

The trio says the CanWest agreement was hidden 
from them until last month, “even though the future of 
the company. Its responsibilities under Its licence and its 


earnings are all signifkaotly influenced by these secret 
agreements.” 

Asper has also filed an intervention in which he says 
his company's deal is simply a financing arrangement 
and does not give CanWest directors direct or indirect 
control of the station. •

The two newcomers 
share little more than a 
common mission—to un¬ 
dermine ABC, NBC and 
CBS. 

Turner’s CNN cost $40 
million or so to launch; INN 
costs less than a million. 
CNN offers 24-hours-a-day 
propamming; INN offers 
24 minutes. CNN is on 
cab)^ INN is over-the-air. 

Independent News Net¬ 
work is a fully produced, 
prime time news progtiim 
transmitted by satellite to 
27 stations across the U.S. 
The propam oripnates at 
the parent station, WPIX in 
New York. 

The hope behind INN is 
that independent television 


stations will be able to ex¬ 
ploit the popularity of news 
to snare some of the prime- 
time audience from the 
major networks. Hereto¬ 
fore, most of the stations 
had tried to battle the net¬ 
works’ glossy entertain¬ 
ment schedules with a 
batch of syndicated reruns 
and bid movies. 

INN also pves the locals 
a chance to offer national 
news, and thereby concen¬ 
trate more on local cover¬ 
age in their own news pro- 
pams. 

INN offers its propam 
on a barter system — pv- 
ing the local stations three 
minutes of commercial 
time, keeping three 
minutes for itself. To be 
profitable for itself and the 
stations, INN will have to 
double the audience at¬ 
tracted by whatever pro¬ 
gramming it is displacing.

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Six jailed for ^despicable^ diseased meat fraud 


TORONTO (UPC) — Six 
Ontario meat dealers were 
sentenced to up to three 
years in prison Tuesday for 
an almost decade-long 
scheme in which they sold 
tons of meat from the car¬ 
casses of diseased animals 


to retail market outlets. 

"This was no mere 
clumsy attempt, but a 
planned, sophisticated con- 
spiracy,” Judge Lloyd 
Grabum said in imposing 
sentence. He said the ac¬ 
tions of the six men were 


“despicable . . . revolt¬ 
ing” and had endangered 
public health. 

Lloyd (Mutt) Lorenz of 
Durham and William Bur- 
rett of Peterborough, de¬ 
scribed by Graburn as 
masterminds of the 


scheme, were both sen¬ 
tenced to three years im¬ 
prisonment on charges of 
conspiracy to defraud the 
public.

Crease was elected to 
the legislative assembly 
and became attorney- 
general when B.C. was 
still a British colony.

Gordon Head plan 
back to square one

The Gordon Head plan, 
first of 11 neighborhood 
plans being developed by 
Saanich to reach the public 
hearing stage, was reject¬ 
ed by council Tuesday. 

Planners and residents 
will meet during the sum¬ 
mer so a new plan can be 
drafted and presented in 
the fall. 

The months of work by 
the planning staff will not 
be totally lost as some of 
the informatidh in the dis¬ 
carded document can be 
incorporated in the new 
plan, council was told. 

The decision to go back to 
the drawing board was 
reached at a four-hour pub¬ 
lic hearing at which many 
of the more than 200 people 
crammed into the council 
chamber criticized a pro¬ 
posal to increase the exist¬ 
ing 16,300 Gordon Head 
population by about 6,000 
by 1996. Population growth 
would come mainly 
through a mixture of hous¬ 
ing densities. 

Multiple housing units 
now account for 12 per cent 
of homes in Gordon Head. 

Council’s decision could 
mean that the municipality 
will approach the Capital 
Region Board to have a 
long-range population fore¬ 
cast in the community plan 
reduced. The plan calls for 
a Saanich population of 
108,000 by 1996. 

Chief municipal planner 
Gil Laurenson touched on 
this when he told council 
that it was not just a case of 
altering the Gordon Head 
plan. “We have to have 
input from council on this 
population figure so we’re 
not hi conflict with the re¬ 
gional plan.” 

Aid. Robert Cameron, 


noting that population 
growth had been the main 
area of concern at planning 
meetings with Gordon 
Head and Cordova Bay 
residents, warned of a 
“great danger of injustice 
being done down the 
road.” ' 

He said there had to be 
some way of legally chang¬ 
ing the over-all population 
figure or else one or two 
Saanich neighborhoods 
would be facing an unfair 
population burden. 

“We’re only pitting com¬ 
munity against community 
by shifting the population 
burden elsewhere,” he 
added. 

Dale kilshaw, 1538 
Arrow, suggested council 
think about growth pat¬ 
terns for the whole of 
Greater Victoria and carry 


a message forward to the 
region. 

If council continued to 
crowd neighborhoods, it 
would degrade the quality 
of life, he said. 

“You will be failing the 
community if you don’t 
carry forward a message 
to other levels of govern¬ 
ment that a wider dispersal 
of the population is need¬ 
ed,” Kilshaw said. 

Anne Moffatt, 5447 
Fowler, said a population 
of 108,000 was beyond 
Saanich’s limits and 
"council should not add 
services to handle this anti¬ 
cipated growth.” 

The population forecast 
was designed to serve the 
Victoria area, she contend¬ 
ed. “We are being asked to 
provide growth for 200,000, 
not Saanich’s 70,000 popula¬ 


tion. Saanich is being used 
as a growth area for all 
of Greater Victoria.” 

Council was criticized by 
several residents for what 
one speaker described as 
“a massive communica¬ 
tions breakdown” in get¬ 
ting information to the pub¬ 
lic on the plan. 

As a means of counter¬ 
ing this, council agreed to 
establish a storefront plan¬ 
ning office in Gordon Head 
during the summer so resi¬ 
dents can discuss the plan 
with planning staff. 

A survey conducted in 
the neighborhood on behalf 
of the ratepayers associa¬ 
tion revealed 53 per cent of 
766 householders ques^ 
tioned were unaware a 
local area plan was being 
produced, council was 
told. 


BALL FANS WIN BEER TRIAL 


Victoria’s parks committee re¬ 
commended Tuesday that baseball 
and fastball fans be allowed to drink 
beer in the stands of Royal Athletic 
Park, but only for a 30-day trial 
period. 

If “a bunch of drunks pours beer 
all over Aid. (Ken) Sinclair’s vest,” 
the tap will be turned off, according 
to Aid. Robert Wright. 

If, on the other hand, no problems 
develop, the arrangement will re¬ 
main in effect. 

The committee also gave recre¬ 
ation director Jack Morgan the au¬ 
thority to limit the area in which beer 
may be consumed. 

The recommendation was trig¬ 
gered by a request from the Victoria 
Budgets and the Victoria Blues. Spo¬ 


kesmen for both clubs said the pres¬ 
ent arrangement, whereby beer may 
only be sold and consumed in a re¬ 
stricted area away from the stands, 
was antiquated. 

The policy, they said, invited fans 
to smuggle alcoholic beverages into 
the park. 

Sinclair wasn’t too thrilled by the 
idea of drinking in the stands, al¬ 
though he eventually voted in favor of 
trying it out for 30 days. 

He said he didn’t like the thought 
of his children watching a baseball 
game “while the guy next to them 
is swilling beer.” 

Morgan was also very reluctant to 
express outright support for the pro¬ 
posal, but he did say the fans should 
be allowed to drink beer where they 
can also see the game.

Westcoast Savings Credit Union, in 
what its managing director says 
could be the forerunner of other 
similar mergers, has absorbed the 
Victoria Real Estate and Insurance 
Credit Union. 

Rodger Lutz of Westcoast, an¬ 
nouncing the merger Tuesday, said 
. mergers are a trend in the credit 
union movement, both in Canada and 
^.thcU,S. 


Doug Foord, president of the real¬ 
tors’ credit union, said that the mer¬ 
ger has one major advantage for 
its members—they can now more 
properly assist prospective purchas¬ 
ers of real estate to sources of 
interim financing or mortgages. 

The Real Estate and Insurance 
Credit Union had about 500 members, 
Foord said, and assets of roughly 
$I million. Westcoast has more than 
22,000 accounts and assets, at last 
report, of $275 million. It is the 


largest on Vancouver Island and fifth 
largest in Canada. 

The. realtors’ credit union was 
formed in 1975, Foord said. However, 
its common bond restricted member¬ 
ship to employment, that is, sales 
people, their families or anybody 
connected with real estate. 

The restriction also meant that pro¬ 
spective purchasers could not deal 
with the realtors’ financing arm un¬ 
less they were members. 

Westcoast, on the other hand, has 


I 


an ’’area” common bond which 
means that anybody can join and 
transact in any of the seriices of¬ 
fered. 

Foord said there was little opposi¬ 
tion to the merger among the mem¬ 
bers and he felt they appreciated the 
benefits of their memberships being 
transferred. 

“We can offer much more in the 
Way of services, such as multi-branch 
transactions,” Lutz said. 

The two-person staff will be ab¬ 
sorbed into Westcoast operations.

Racing officials welcome aid, 
point out need for more help 


By STAN COOPER 

There was quick agree¬ 
ment Tuesday that govern¬ 
ment action to aid horse 
racing and the breeding in¬ 
dustry in B.C. was a posi¬ 
tive step. 

However, spokesmen for 
thoroughbred and stan- 
dardbred tracks said they 
hoped that this was only the 
start of a much-needed de¬ 
velopment program. 

At a news conference in 
Vancouver on Monday 
night, Attorney-General 
Allan Williams said the 
government’s seven-per- 
cent share of the total 17 
per cent parimutuel take¬ 
out from both thorough¬ 
bred and standarbred rac¬ 
ing will be redistributed. 


The government will re¬ 
turn 1.5 per cent of its 
share, up one per cent,, 
to the breeding industry 
and increase to two per 
cent from one per cent the 
amount that goes to the 
B.C.-bred bonus for 
owners. The increases are 
retroactive to April 1. 

Based on the projected 
handle for all horse racing 
in B.C. this year, the 
amount available for bon¬ 
uses and breeder awards is 
estimated at $5.3 million. 

Speaking for Cloverdaie 
Raceway, operators of 
standardbred tracks in the 
Fraser Valley centre and at 
Sandown Park, general 
manager Jim Keeling, Jr. 
said the move will be “a

fantastic help to the 
sport." 

But Keeling said negotia¬ 
tions have to be completed 
to determine the allocation 
of the two-per-cent bonus 
for B.C.-breds. 

“Only about five per cent 
of standardbreds at Clover- 
dale and Sandown are B.C. 
bred so this creates an 
unequal situation where 
owners of such horses will 
refuse to run them in 
claiming races for (ear of 
losing them. The stan¬ 
dardbred breeding indus¬ 
try is growing in this prov-^ 
ince but it will be three to 
four years before enough 
B.C. breds will be avail¬ 
able.” 

Most of the stan¬ 
dardbreds are brought in 
from Ontario, the prairie 
provinces and California, 
Keeling explained. 

“We (eel the projected 
figure of $5.3 million is con¬ 
servative but our share 
should amount to about $2 
million and this will be a 
tremendous incentive to 
standardbred breeders.” 

Ed Popham, a director 
and past president of Capi¬ 
tal City Turf Club — the 
group which holds a fall 
thoroughbred meet at San¬ 
down — said the govern¬ 
ment action was a positive 
step and could lead to the 
development of a viable 
second thoroughbred track 
in B.C. 

At present. Exhibition 
Park in Vancouver oper¬ 
ates April through early 
October with the CCTC 
' having 16 days at Sandown 
in late October through 
mid-November. 

“It’s good for Island rac¬ 
ing as throughbred breed¬ 
ers here have desperately 
needed financial help,” Po¬ 
pham added. 

“The majority of thor¬ 
oughbreds at Exhibition 
Park and Sandown are B.C. 
bred and the increased 
bonus payment should pro¬ 


vide-that incentive. But 
we'd still like the govern¬ 
ment to consider Sunday 
racing.” Popham said. 

Administration of the ad¬ 
ditional funds lies with the 
B.C. Racing Commission 
and the attorney-general 
said a committee made up 
of breeders, owners and 
trainers will be invited to 
assist the commission in its 
task.

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Leonard shakes off virus 
Duran clears heart tests 


VMicouvtr Sun 

A basket of fruit arrived at Wayne 
Goss’s hospital room from Vancouver 
Burrards and the accompanying card 
did not even suggest that he stick the 
banana in his ear or choke on the 
Granny Smith apple. 

Since Goss plays for New West¬ 
minster Salmonbellies, the gesture 
might be interpreted to mean that 
lacrosse's competitive teeth are In an 
advanced state of decay. But every so 
often there are players such as Goss • 
whose talent gives them immunity to 
walk both sides of the battle lines. 
Even the enemy, it seems, recognizes 
an ambassador. 

The little guy wearing number 13 
was in his I3th season for the Salmon- 
bellies when the pain running from 
his back along the sciatic nerve in his 
right leg became so severe he knew his 
33-year-old body needed an overhaul. 

HE HAP INJURED HIS BACK In 
his dutie^^ith the New Westminster 
f(re dedartment in 1974 and two discs 
had slowly deteriorated. He had them 
scraped two weeks ago and the doctor 
omised that he should be ready for 
e Western Lacrosse Association 
playoffs come August. 

Ills future is of some historical 
significance in the never-never world 
of box lacrosse. He now is 46 points shy 
of Haul Parnell’s all-time scoring 
mark of 1.801 points. Cliff Sepka is a 
distant third, and he and Parnell pro¬ 
vide convenient bookmarks in the 
Wayne Goss story. 

When Goss broke into the WfLA in 
1968, he centred Parnell and Sepka, his 
boyhood heroes. 

"1 was thrilled to play with them, 
but 1 also thought, they were pretty 
old, ” says Goss. "Thing is, they were 
probably younger than I am now, so 
you know what the young guys think of 
me” 

Stan Shillington, who painstak¬ 
ingly compiles WLA statistics, says of 
Goss: "When you’ve been watching as 
long as I have, a player like Wayne is a 
' real pleasure. He’s certainly one of the 
'' greatest centres to ever play the game; 
a master of face-offs.“ 

"HE DOES EVERYTHING with 
such finesse, and I do mean every¬ 
thing. But he does it so naturally that 
you sometimes don’t know how much 
he has accomplished until you add up 
the scoresheet. 

"And he’s only played on the power 
play the last half of his career. He was 
such a great penalty-killer that he 
specialized in that for a long time. He 
and Ken Winzoski turned ragging the 
ball into an art. 

"Some great scorers have been 


one-way players, but not Goss. And he 
leads in a lot of intangible ways. 

A team likes to get the first goal 
becaj|l<e that can set the mood. Goss 
leads in first goals with 35. Next 
best iVBob Salt with 24.” 

All of this from a chap who weighs 
163 pounds, a statistic that was not lost 
on his opponents, who have done their 
best to ^ve muscle and intimidation a 
victory over speed and cunning. An 
average outside shooter, Goss docs his 
scoring damage from the edge of the 
goal crease. 

THE SALMONBELLIES thought 
twice when he tried out as an under-age 
junior in 1668. They were going to 
throw him back because he was too 
small. 

“If 1 hadn’t made it, I think 1 would 
have quit,” he says. "I'd had enough of 
junior.” 

The junior 'Bqilies had gone to four 
straight Minto Cup finals against 
Oshawa Green Gaels and lost every 
one. Jim Bishop was the Oshawa 
coach, an uncanny manipulator of ju¬ 
venile minds. 

“Bishop was the dlference,” says 
Goss. “I think we may have had as 
much talent three of the four years, but 
he was a master of psyching up his 
players. 

“One year I got a hat-trick two 
games In a row and he called me over 
and said. ‘Think you’re pretty hot. 
don't you Goss?’ And then he spit at 
me. It got me so mad and uptight, I 
think I got only one goal in the next two 
games.” 

AS A YOUTH Goss’s first love was 
hockey and he was a member of an 
exceptional generation of New West¬ 
minster athletes. He played junior 
hockey for the old New Westminster 
Royals, the first quality junior team on 
the coast. They won the B.C. champion¬ 
ship three years running and one time 
they beat Edmonton Oil Kings before 
losing to Port Arthur in the Western 
Canada final. 

Settling for lacrosse has certain 
compensations, apart from the sweaty 
joys of competition and the post-game 
camaraderie of the pub, particularly in 
New Westminster, the unofficial world 
capital of boxia. People don't recog 
nize him when he strolls Columbia 
Street because he's not wearing his red 
helmet and cage-mask. But when he 
writes a cheque, they often say, "Oh 
yes, the lacrosse player.” 

Maybe that Is what being a la¬ 
crosse player is all about. He can walk 
in and out of Queens Park Arena 
and the kids aren’t sure who he is. 
When he puts on his gear with his name 
on the back of his sweater, they flock 
around. ‘Hey Wayne, sign this.’

In my mailbag recently was a 
particulariy dell^ful letter from a 
reader, an elderfy gentleman whoae 
wife Is confined to a wheelchair, 
dcMribing certain steps they have 
taken so they can both continue to 
enjoy gardening. 

The first consideration when they 
sold their former large house and 
built a new one was to provide easy 
access to the garden area and this 
was accompiished by installing a 
three-inch step onto a concrete side¬ 
walk around the outside, making 
wheelchair manoeuvres fairly easy. 

Then they built planters around 
three sides of the bouse, eight inches 
high and 18 inches wide (my metric 
converter tells me that's 24 centi¬ 
metres high and 46 cm wide) and 
these can be easily reached from the 
wheelchair. 

“These contain tulips planted 
close to the inner edges for early 
color, also some hyacinths. The 
cen tre l en g ths of ea^ of the south 
and west Ranters are planted with 
various colors of geraniums includ¬ 
ing Martha Washington," my corre¬ 
spondent says. “These we take cut¬ 
tings from in August and September, 
putting them in deep fiats of pure 
perlite and keeping them in a tiny 
greenhouse. . .” 

Their specially designed green¬ 
house is just three feet by four feet by 
eight feet high and is built under the 
southwest overhang of the roof. They 
also use it to store delicate plants 
such as some special fuschias in case 
they lose some over the winter. 

Among other steps this imagina¬ 
tive couple has taken to enable them 
to continue gardening with a mini¬ 
mum of physical effort is to outline

their vegetable patch with two by 
sixes to prevent the grass from In¬ 
vading It and. after adding compost 
and rototllllng It In, the phN is covered 
for the winter with black plastic 
bought in rolls on sale to prevent 
weeds from taking over after every¬ 
thing is harvested. 

Another handicapped iady 1 know 
of, also an ardent gardener confined 
to a wheelchair, is able to continue 
her green-thumb activites by dint of 
the fact her husband built some 
raised beds separated by planked 
corridors through which she can 
easily move her wheelchair. 

Another reader told me of a sim¬ 
ple solution for folks who aren't able 
to bend over while gardening—it's a 
board covered with carpet to kneel or 
sit on. The same lady pointed out that 
a tack puller, sort of a sharply forked 
screw driver-type tool, slightly 
curved, is great for digging out small 
but firmly entrenched we^s. 

f have often remarked on the fact 
that even though they now live in 
apartments, long-time gardeners 
continue their favorite pastime by 
one means or another, container 
plantings on the balcony or a collec¬ 
tion of houseplants or even by renting 
a nearby garden area but one reader 
has pass^ along a diliy of a story 
about how one lady is coping. 

“She plants the alleys," this read¬ 
er explains. “She-'s up bright and 
early every morning, tending her 
'garden' and during the summer 
months we have the most abundant 
alley in the city I would guess." 

He says the lady has planted myri¬ 
ad flowers, raspberries and even 
small trees all along the edge of the 
lane beside the fencing “and we enjoy 


watching her weeding, watering and 
so on. It keep* her on her toes and 
gives the neif^bors something to tnlh 
about."

I don't like tomatoes.

I didn't worry about iC" 
Instead, I called up a nutri¬ 
tionist friend to ask what I 
could drink for breakfast in 
place of a tumbler of opt- 
ange juice to keep froijC 
worrying. He's a paid con-* 
sultant for the American 
Gin Board. 



The death of Jessica Dragonette 
this spring brought back for me 
warm and wistful memories of the 
early days of radio, when as a little 
boy I jiggled around my crystal set 
and managed to get KDKA Pitts¬ 
burgh on Mondays, which was “silent 
night” when local stations went off 
the air. 

Miss Dragonette was a perma¬ 
nent radio fixture in the '30s, when a 
young fellow named Bing Crosby 
began crooning away for Cremo 
Cigars, and music was supplied by 
such quaintly named groups as the 
“Cliquot Club Eskimos” and “Harry 
Horlick and His A & P Gypsies.” Not 
to forget Billy Jones and Ernie 
Hare—“We're the Interwoven Pair.” 

But this essay is hot meant to be a 
maudlin exercise in nostalgia. Look¬ 
ing back, it strikes me that the 
chief difference between radio and 
the television that superseded it is 
that we were fiercely loyal not only to 
the performers over the air but also to 
the stations themselves—each of 


which had and maintained its own 
distinct personality on the dial. 

You l(new almost the moment you 
tuned in exactly which station you 
were listening to—the announcers 
and programs and patterns and gen¬ 
eral tone remained the same for 
many years, and It was almost like 
going back to an old familiar friend 
whose ways you knew and appreciat¬ 
ed. 

Modern television, on the other 
hand, has become more and more a 
national network affair, with most 
prime time reserved for programs 
fabricated at central headquarters in 
New York or California. The TV 
channels themselves (at least in most 
of the larger cities) are more or less 
anonymous vehicles of these network 
shows, and have no more individ¬ 
ual personality than a batch of gin¬ 
gerbread cookies. 

There is little or no viewer loy¬ 
alty, nor even much knowledge as to 
which network presents which pro- 


gram.s—thus, each network has to 
scramble furiously to attract and 
keep its “share of audience” every U. 
weeks, reshuffling its lineup hystett' 
cally if it drops a point or two in the* 
all-important “sweep” ratings. ~ 

In the ^Iden days of radio, eacti-' 
station found its own niche, its ot^' 
kinds of listeners, and rested cone* 
fortably within this ambit. One reiCv, 
son, I suspect, that local newscaij^ 
ers (despite their gen.eral'- 
inadequacy) and weather forecastei^ 
(despite their customary clownisih* 
ness) are so extravagantly oveiP 
paid is that they are the only recogniz¬ 
able faces that can be identified with 
the channel itself. 

Nor is it without significance that, 
the TV channels are known to us by¬ 
number—2, 5, 7, or whatever. No 
one can feel much affection or loyalty 
to a number. Certainly not what I felt 
for the local station that brought me 
Uncle Bob's Curb-ls-the-Limit Safety 
Club every afternoon at five. 
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mrr and a little bit more.

month in Moscow. 

The sportsmen toid re¬ 
porters they still intend to 
go. 

Lord Carrington said in a 
television interview he 
thought he could do no 
more, after weeks of gov¬ 
ernment pressure on Brit¬ 
ish athletes to follow the 
boycott of the Games in 
retaliation for the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanis¬ 
tan. 


"I think I have shot my 
bolt,” Lord Carrington 
said. 

British field hockey play¬ 
ers,'yachtsmen, horse 
riders and marksmen have 
agreed to stay at home. 

Sir Denis Follows, chair¬ 
man of the British Olympic 
Association, said after see¬ 
ing Lord Carrington that 
reports of British tourists 
being assaulted in the So¬ 
viet Union were unlikely to 
change the minds of British 
Olympic officials. 

News of the assaults 
emerged when Peter 
Blaker, foreign office min¬ 
ister of state, summoned 


Soviet ambassador Nikolai 
Lunfcov to his office Tues¬ 
day and issued a strong 
protest. Blaker said there 
was deep concern over at 
least 10 cases of assault, 
intimidation and harass¬ 
ment. 


A London doctor, Mi¬ 
chael Herz, and his friend, 
sales executive Peter 
Fischer, told reporters that 
they cut short a two-week 
holiday in the Soviet Union 
in March, when they were 
beaten up after attending a 
party in Leningrad for 
Jews refused exit visas to 
Israel.

Quarterback files suit 


A ONE-YEAS crasli creel census program to find out 
just liow many saltwater sports anglers catch how 
many fish and how much time they spend fishing for them 
has been initiated this week by federal fisheries. 

A {260,000 contract has been awarded to DPA Con¬ 
sulting Ltd. of Vancouver to conduct the census in 
waters from Kelsey Bay to Sheringham Point at both 
mainland and Vancouver Island points. 

The survey will include monitoring of 500 boat- 
launching ramps and marinas, 113 person months of labor 
during the year and three aircraft flights a week over 
sport fishing waters. 

The DPA firm has had wide experience in consulting 
work for government and private industry and has 
already hir^ experienced sport fishing guides and fisher¬ 
men to help plan the census as well as students who 
are attending special seminars to acquaint them with the 
problems and the type of information required. 

The Salmonid Enhancement Program is financing 
the census and a correlation of marked fish caught 
against unmarked fish caught will enable them to assess 
how many fish the Salmonid Enhancement Program is 
actually contributing to the sport fishery. 

End result of the creel census should be a report which 
will tell federal fisheries how many salmon sport 
fishermen catch, how many boats arc used by sport 
fishermen, how many people fish in those boats, what kind 
of gear they use, what fishing patterns they use, what kind 
of fish they catch, including cod and rockfish, as well as 
salmon, and catch per unit effort. 

The report will be a working basis for future salmon 
fishing management and enhancement. 

interviewers will be stationed at the ramps and will 
seek information from the sport fishermen.

Morton 
requested that the suit be 
tried before a Jury. 

The suit arises from an 
article which appeared in 
the newspaper June 11, 
with the headline “Blair, 
Morton Film Leads To 
Fraud Charge.” 

The article said fraud 
and theft charges had been 
filed against Norman Wil¬ 
liams, the man who pro¬ 
duced the film and who was 
accused of bilking an in¬ 
vestor in the film. 

Morton and Rev. Charles 
Blair, pastor of the church 
which sponsored the film, 
acted in the production, but 
had no connection with the 
criminal charges. 

Morton, in his suit, said 
the headline falsely gave- 
the impression he was 
linked to the criminal char¬ 
ges. 

His suit said the headline 
“invaded his privacy by 
placing him in a false light 
in the eyes of his peers, his 
neighbors and friends, the 


community and the pub 
lie.” 

It said he “suffers great 
humiliation, severe mental 
pain, anguish and distress” 
having to explain the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding 
the headline. 

The film, called In Si¬ 
lence, Endure, depicts a 


rape victim’s decision to 
turn to God for guidance. 
Morton was cast u the vic¬ 
tim’s brother. 

Charles Carter, the news¬ 
paper's city editor, said 
Tuesday the newspaper 
had no immediate com¬ 
ment on the suit. However, 
News editor Michael Balfe 
Howard said last week the 
headline did not accuse 
Morton of a crime, but sim¬ 
ply identified the film.

Nothinf! can match the aroma of home¬ 
made fruit pies baking in the oven unless it's the 
actual tasting of these homey, delicious des¬ 
serts. 

Baked pies and cobblers are a good way to 
enjoy fresh fruits in season—warm from the 
oven with a dollop of vanilla ice cream or 
whipped cream. 

When you prepare the fillings for fresh fruit 
dishes, experiment by blending the fruit fla¬ 
vors. Mix peach and pear or plum and nectar¬ 
ine. Toss in some raisins or nuts or grapes. 

Anotherway to serve fresh fruit requires no 
baking. Just slice and sweeten fresh peaches or 
other fruits and pile into a prebaked pie shell. 
Serve chilled with a dollop of whipped cream. 

Fresh peach crumb is even easier to make 
than pies or cobblers. There is no pastry crust to 
make; just a crunchy, buttery topping that goes 
on right before baking. When you make it, 
double the filling and freeze half for a sunny 
surprise next winter. 

Fresh peaches are in the markets through 
-September, so show off your culinary talents 
and take advantage of the peak of the season. 
Use the fruit in salad combinations and serve 
with bran muffins and a cool, fruity beverage 
on a hot day. 

When choosing fresh peaches, pick those 
that have a uniform creamy yellow background 
color and give slightly to gentle palm pre.ssure. 
Don't count on a blush as a sign of ripeness. It's 
really only a mark of certain varieties. 

FRESH PEACH CRUMB 

5 cups sliced fresh peaches, about IVi pounds 
'/i cup brown sugar 
3 tablespoons flour 
I teaspoon cinnamon 
I cup flour 
1 cup sugar 

I teaspoon baking powder 
'4 teaspoon salt 
Vi teaspoon nutmeg 
1 egg, beaten 
Vi cup melted butter 


To make filling, peel peaches, if desired, 
then toss with brown sugar, 3 tablespoons flour 
and cinnamon. Arrange in an Il-by-7-inch bak¬ 
ing pan. To make topping, combine dry ingre¬ 
dients and sift. Add egg; mix with a fork until 
crumbly. Sprinkle mixture over filling. Drizzle 
melted butter evenly over crumbs. 

Bake in a 375-degree F (190-degree C) oven 
about 55 minutes, or until peaches are soft and 
topping is golden. Cut in squares; serve warm or 
cool. Makes 6 servings. 

The peach filling can be made ahead and 
frozen. Arrange on a I2-g-by-8-4-inch (oil baking 
pan. Cover with plastic wrap and freeze. De¬ 
frost, taking about 45 minutes, before topping 
and baking. 

PEACHIEST CHICKEN 
SALAD 

6 fresh peaches 

2 tablespoons lemon Juice 

2 cups chopped cook^ chicken 

V4 cup sliced celery or chopped green pepper 

V^ cup sunflower si^s 

4 to S tablespoons mayonnaise 

■4 teaspoon salt 

Dash pepper 

2 packages (3 ounces) cream cheese, sof¬ 
tened 

3 tablespoons chutney 

3 tablespoons toasted coconut 
6 lettuce leaves 
6 slices Swiss cheese 
Cucumber slices 

Peel peaches if desired by immersing in 
boiling water for about 30 seconds. With slotted 
spodn transfer to cold water. Slip off skins. 
Brush with lemon juice. Chill. 

Prepare chicken salad by mixing next 6 
ingredients. Chill. At serving time, mash half 
the cream cheese with chutney and half the 
coconut. Shape 6 balls of each. Place in 
peach cavities. 

On lettuce-lined salad plates arrange 2 
peach halves on a nest of chicken salad, about 2 
cups per person. Add a slice of cheese to each 
plate and some cucumber slices. Makes 6 
mhin dish salads.

Lean flank steak 
fat-fighter’s friend

As the leanest cut of beef, flank 
stcajt i\tlve fat-fighter’s 
friend . . om/ 653 calories a pound 
(lean, choice), compared with 907 
(lean, choice) or more for rib steak. 
Unfortunately, you can't buy (lank 
steak “by the pound” as you can 
other cuts of meat. There are only two 
flank steaks per s'eer, and each weighs 
about a pound and a half. So, when you 
buy a flank steak, you have to take the 
whole thing. Not too convenient if there 
are just two of you ... or just you. 

However, there's no reason why 
you can't subdivide a flank steak into 
more manageable portions, and re¬ 
package it for your refrigerator or 
freezer in just the quantity you want. 

When you cut up a flank steak into 
single or meal-size quantities, keep in 
mind that flank has a distinctive 
lengthwise grain. It should be cut up in 
such a manner that when the steak is 
served you can slice it thinly against 
the grain. That way. It will be tife most 
tender. If you want to insure tender¬ 
ness, you might like to add tend- 
erizer at the same time that you're 
subdividing the meat for the freezer or 
ref rigerator. Use tenderizer sparingly, 
because it adds saltiness. And don't 
add additional salt if other salty ingre¬ 
dients are used in cooking tenderized 
flank steak. 


SINGLE-SERVING 
MINI FLANK STEAKS 

flank steak (about 1 and one-half 
pounds) 

optional; meal tenderizer

Lay the flank steak flat on a cut¬ 
ting board. Sprinkle with meat tender¬ 
izer. (Use unseasoned tenderizer if you 
plan to freeze the steaks before cook¬ 
ing, because some seasonings become 
more intense with freezing.) Puncture 
the meat all over with a fork (or the 
tines of an angelfood cake cutter). 
Slice the steak in half lengthwise. Then 
slice each half into two or three 
smaller steaks—widthwise. A small 
one-pound flank steak should yield four 
single-serving steaks. An average I 
and one-half pound flank steak should 
yield six steaks. Wrap each steak indi¬ 
vidually; label and freeze. Each four- 
ounce steak has approximately 165 
calories. ' 

V _^_ 


TO BROIL — .Steaks can be 
broiled or barbecued without defrost¬ 
ing, if desired. Baste each steak with a 
combination of a quarter-teaspoon 
salad oil, mixed with lemon or other 
fruit juice, tomato juice or wine. Sea^ 
son the baste with herbs, garlic or 
onion powder, if desired. (Or omit oil 
and baste with a tablespoon or two of 
bottled low-calorie Italian salad dress¬ 
ing, straight from the bottle.) Broil 
about 5 minutes each side (fresh or 
thawed) or 6 to 7 minutes each side 
(frozen) for medium-rare. 

Another idea: 

GINGER-STEAK SKILLET 
WITH VEGETABLES 

1 teaspoon salad oil 

half of a (lank steak pound) 

I cup sliced sweet onions 
1 clove garlic 
V4 cup sherry wine 
1*4 cups (at-skimmed beef broth (10 
ounces) 

1 tablespoon ground ginger 
optionyl: 2 teaspoons anise seeds 
optional; 1 teaspoon MSG 

4 ribs celery, sliced 
1V4 cups sliced red (or green) bell 
peppers 

2 cups fresh broccoli buds 

2 teaspoons cornstarch or arrow- 
root 

1 to 2 tablespoons soy sauce 

Spray a large non-stick skillet or 
electric frypan with cooking spray. 
Add the oil. Brown the steak quickly on 
both sides over high heat; remove to a 
cutting board. 

Stir onions, garlic and wine into the 
skillet. Cook and stir over high heat 
until most of the wine evaporates. 

Stir beef broth, ginger, anise and 
MSG, if desired, into skillet. Add cel¬ 
ery, bell pepper and broccoli. Lower 
heat and simmer uncovered, until 
vegetables are tender-crisp, about 6 to 
7 minutes. 

Meanwhile, slice steak very thinly 
against the grain into thin strips. It will 
be very rare, almost raw, inside. Stir 
the sliced steak into the skillet and 
allow to simmer uncovered until 
cooked to desired doneness (medium- 
rare pink is best). 

Combine cornstarch with a table¬ 
spoon or two of soy sauce and mix into 
a paste. Stir into the skillet until 
mixture simmers and forms a trans¬ 
parent glaze. Makes four servings, ap¬ 
proximately 210 calories each. 


Juicy grape branching out

Tantalizing is a word 
coined to describe grapes, 
according to the Greek leg¬ 
end of Tantalus. His pun¬ 
ishment for his crimes was 
to stand with the fruit 
hanging above him, reced¬ 
ing when he reached for 
it. 

Indeed, it is a good adjec¬ 
tive to describe fresh sum¬ 
mer grapes, for who can 
overeat just one. 

To enjoy fully the beauti¬ 
ful ^iummer grapes, try 
them in a new recipe as 
well as for .snacks or with 
cheese tor dessert. Either 
the frosty green Perlette or 
the familiar Thompson 
seedless grapes can be 
used in cooking. 

One of the most familiar 
uses for grapes is with 
cheese, for dessert or (or 
snacks. Any grape variety, 
.seedless or seeded, com¬ 
bines well with cream 
cheese sprinkled with sesa¬ 
me seeds, or Camembert 
crusted with salted 
chopped almonds. 


Pungent blue or roque- 
fort cheeses are an inter¬ 
esting foil for the sweet 
juiciness of fresh grapes. 
There are almost limitless 
other combinations— 
grapes with creamy Mon¬ 
terey Jack, pungent Port 
Salute, sharp Cheddar or a 
creamy cheese fondue. 

The word Veronique used 
in ^.recipe title has come to 
mein “with grapes” It is a 
French garnish in which 
grapes are a major ingre¬ 
dient. The classic recipe. 
Sole a la Veronique, is 
made by poaching sole fil¬ 
lets in fish stock then gar¬ 
nishing with seeded white 
grapes. The stock is then 
reduced, beaten with but¬ 
ter and the whole is glazed 
or grilled in the oven. 

Chicken also is prepared 
with grapes as a garnish 
but a very easy way to 
serve this combination is 
by using the grapes as a 
stuffing. Carl Jerome who 
wrote an excellent cook¬ 
book called The Complete 
Chicken (Random House, 
New York), recommends 
this recipe. 


SIMPLE GRAPE 
STUFFING 

Use a large bunch of 
sweet seedless green 
grapes. Remove stems, 
peel them only if you are 
patient and a perfectionist, 
and fill the cavity of the 
chicken with a few hand¬ 
fuls of the grapes. 

As the chicken roasts 
something wonderful hap¬ 
pens to the ^apes. They 
absorb the juices from the 
chicken and become mel¬ 
low and sweet, rich and 
round in flavor, and very 
exciting to eat. 

Serve with crisp potatoes 
and a fresh vegetable like 
broccoli. 

Grecien Grapes and Or¬ 
anges, a refreshing des¬ 
sert, is easily made the 
night before serving, since 
fresh grapes keep their 
crispness and color so well. 
Grapes do not darken, even 
when cut, and since bite- 
sized grapes are used 
whole, there’s no worry 
about sogginess. 

When buying grapes, 
color is the best guide to 


ripeness. Darker varieties 
should be free on any green 
tinge and white or green 
grapes should show an 
amber blush. 

Be sure to select firm, 
plump grapes that cling 
tightly to pliable green 
stems. They’ll be the 
freshest. Store any extra 
grapes in the refrigerator 
where they’ll stay fresh for 
snacking for several days. 

When it’s time to serve 
the grape and orange des¬ 
sert, arrange the fruit in 
layers on a pretty serving 
platter or cake stand. It’s 
as beautiful to look at as it 
is to eat. 


GRECIAN GRAPES 
AND ORANGES 

g oranges 

2 caps water

With vegetable peeler, 
peel away the orange layer 
only from one of the or¬ 
anges. (hit orange peel into 
thin slivers, *4 inch long.

Place oranges in bowl. 
Cover oranges with papes 
arid cooled syrup. Chill 
overnight. 

Pile oranges on serving 
platter or cake stand. At 
serving time pour syrup 
and grapes over them. 
Serve with crisp cookies. 
Makes 8 servings. 
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1 tablespoon baking powder 
>4 teaspoon salt 


Combine oil, brown sugar, milk, egg, mo¬ 
lasses and beat to blend. Stir in combined dry 
ingredients, only until moistened. Fill medium 
greased muffin cups two-thirds full.

I see that phrase 
used in counties' meat 
ads—“Beef loin strip 
steaks—aged to perfec¬ 
tion-only $4.29 per 
pound.” "Sirloin steaks, 
from aged beef, $3.96 per 
pound.” In some markets 


any steak that has begun to 
turn dark Ls stuck with a 
bright red sticker that says 
"Aged” in bold black type. 


IN MOST meat markets 
these days,-the term 
"aged” is used in one of two 
ways. First as an advertis¬ 
ing catch phrase to try tp 
convince you that the cut of 
meat in question is some¬ 
how worth all of the money

that they are asking for it. 
Second, as a last ditch ef¬ 
fort to convince you that an 
old dark piece of meat is as 
good as—or better than—a 
nice bright one. In either 
case, and in most meat 
cases today, the term 
"aged” is being misused. 


AGED BEEF, the kind I 
remember from my early 
days in the meat business, ^ 
the kind that gourmets' 
rave about, the kind that 
has hung so long that it has 
fuzz on it—you just can’t 
hardly find that kind any¬ 
more. And if you could, it 
would probably cost you a 
fortune. 

Aging is a simple pro¬ 
cess, but an expensive one. 
It requires that beef be 
stored for twb to four 
weeks, preferably in car¬ 
cass form, at a tempera¬ 
ture of between 34 and 38 
degrees. This causes the 
evaporation of moisture, 
which causes shrinkage. 
That’s why aging beef is an 
expensive process. A side 
of beef hung to age for four 
weeks may loose as much 
as 12 to IS per cent of its 
weight. That’s evaporated 
money that can only be 
made up by charging 
higher prices. 


ly. “Prime” and top 
"choice” beef have a good 
layer of fat on the outside to 
protect the meat from 
spoiling during the aging 
process. Lesser grades 
lack this “cover” and will 
likely turn bad before they 
turn better, as a result of 
aging. 

There are several mis¬ 
conceptions with regard to 
“aging” that have grown 
up over the years. Ckintrary 
to what some butchers may 
want to lead you to believe, 
meat is NOT effectively 
“aged” in the butcher’s 
meat case. ’That dark steak 
with the "aged” sticker is 
not apt to be a steak from 
aged beef. There is prob¬ 
ably nothing wrong with it, 
but neither is it any better 
in flavor or tenderness than 
the nice bright one next to 
it. If you can get a good buy 
on it, don’t hesitate; there is 
probably nothing wrong 
with it. However, unless 
you plan on using it right 
away, you would be better 
off with the brighter one. 
That dark steak has been in 
the meat case for a day or 
two and it may or may not 
have been "aged”. 


other misconception. You 
can, perhaps, help tender¬ 
ize a tough piece of meat by 
allowing it to rest in a 
marinade for a day or so. 
And there is, according to 
some authorities, some 
tenderizing benefit to be 
gained by allowing a steak 
or roast to come to room 
temperature before cook¬ 
ing; but now we’re talking 
about tenderizing and not 
about “aging.” ’There is a 
difference. Aging beef 
does, in fact, have a ten¬ 
derizing effect, but it does 
much more. It develops in 
beef an incomparable tex¬ 
ture and a flavor sought 
after by anyone who has C 
ever tasted really well- 
aged beef. 


IF YOU would like to try 
really well-aged beef, it’s 
not impossible. Go to the 
butcher and ask him for a 
standing rib or short loin of 
beef. Ask him if he will 
hang it for you. You will 
need to buy and pay for the 
piece according to its pres¬ 
ent weight but once it is 
yours, most butchers will 
“age” it for you. If it comes 
in a vacuum plastic wrap, 
ask him to remove the 
wrapping and “hang it 
back” for a couple of 
weeks, with your name on 
it. 



And, you will be in for a 
treat that will spoil you for 
any other kind of beef. You 


also will have spent a small 
fortune, but it’s worth it at 
least once in yohr life, if 


only to learn what the term 
“aged to perfection” really

Sport can help asthma victim 


Dear Dr. Donohue; My 
teenager loves sports, but 
he also has a.sthma. Many 
times when he plays hard 
he gets an asthma attack. I 
am at a loss. If I tell him to 
give up sports, I know he 
won't listen to me and I 
don't want him to get up.set 
and get a bad attack. What 
would you advise? — Mrs. 
G.W. 

Activity does not neces¬ 
sarily have to be a no-no for 
the asthmatic child. In 
fact. I'll make that 
stronger. Exercise c^an be 
truly beneficial for them. 
However, if a particular 
sport, particular environ¬ 
ment or a certain season of 
the year is associated with 
severe attacks, then cau¬ 
tion has to be observed. 

Exercise can, indeed, in¬ 
duce an attack of asthma. 
The exact mechanism in¬ 
volved in triggering the at¬ 
tack is still a subject of 
controversy. Some say that 
the tactic acid produced 
during exercise contrib¬ 
utes. Others state that the 
prolonged rapid breathing 
that results from activity 
stimulates the airways and 
is the factor that induces 
the attack. It has been 
shown that exercising in 
the cold predisposes the 
asthmatic to attacks. 

Try to analyze the times 
when your son gets his at¬ 
tacks to see if there is a 
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common factor bringing 
them on. Do they happen in 
only one place or while 
playing only a particular 
sport? 

He might be able to ad¬ 
just his medication, and 
you should consult his doc¬ 
tor about that. For exam¬ 
ple. the doctor might ap¬ 
prove his taking the 
airway-expanding medi¬ 
cine about 30 minutes be¬ 
fore the activity. If he is 
using the oral inhaler (with 
cromolyn) he should avoid 
breathing in very cold air. 

Swimming seems to be 
one of the most suitable 
exercises with the least 
tendency to provoke an at¬ 
tack. Does his school have 
a .swim team? 

Carefully supervised ac¬ 
tivity programs have by 
and large done far more 
good than harm to the asth¬ 
matic child. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: The 
trainer for our basketball 
team told me I had strained 
a muscle. My thigh hurt for 
quite a while. He wanted 
me to take some sort of 
treatment with electricity. 
I didn't like the sound of it, 
so 1 refused to take it. What

Transcutaneous electri¬ 
cal neural stimulation 
(TENS) is relatively new 
on the sports scene. It is the 
application of a low dose of 
electrical current to pro¬ 
duce pain relief. This ther¬ 
apy has come into vogue 
with the development of 
safe, portable units to de¬ 
liver the current. No one is 
absolutely certain just how 
electrical current helps 
things. It may produce tiny 
muscle contractions and 
thus help clear away the 
fluid (swelling). The tech¬ 
nique is safe in the hands of 
a person who knows how to 
operate the machine and 
who knows its limitations. 
It should not be used so that 


an injured athlete can con¬ 
tinue practicing and pos¬ 
sibly worsen an injury. 

This use of electric cur¬ 
rent in medicine is not new. 
In the first century A.D., 
Pliny recommended giving 
shocks from the torpedo 
fish (an electric ray) for a 
variety of ills. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I no¬ 
ticed with horror that the 
back of my heel on the 
bottom is turning black. I 
do a lot of running. What is 
going on? My running mate 
(husband) tells me my heel 
will fall off. — Mrs. H.O. 

"Black heel" is caused 
by little black patches 
made up of tiny specks of 
dried blood. These are tiny 
hemorrhages (bleedings) 
in the skin of the heel. 
That's what causes the 
color changes. Blood dark¬ 
ens as it dries. It is painless 
and does not indicate any 
serious problem.

Everything from hyperac¬ 
tivity to migraine head¬ 
aches to bedwetting can be 
cpntrolled by diet, says 
pediatrician-author Dr. 
l^ndon Smith. 

;The Oregon consultant 
b^an studying the rela¬ 
tionship between food and 
bphavior about eight years 
ago while dealing with hy¬ 


peractive children. The ex¬ 
planation then for the dis¬ 
order was birth trauma or 
problems with the nervous 
system. 

BUT MOST of his pa¬ 
tients had normal births 
and no physical problems, 
so “it was either caused by 
genetic factors or some¬ 
thing else.”

After talking to the chil¬ 
dren and their families, he 
realized what that some¬ 
thing else was. 

“It was a sugar-related 
thing. If I ask^ the kids 
‘What do you eat?’ many 
would like to fool me and 
say eggplant or turnip but 
their mothers would say 
they ate a whole box of 
sugar-frosted flakes for 
breakfast—and they’d put 
sugar on it—or a quart of 
ice cream a day. Some 
would drink a quart of 
Coca-Cola a day. They 
were really mainlining it.” 

SMITH changed their 
diets and put them on vita¬ 
min and mineral supple¬ 
ments. About 80 per cent of 
the children improved 60 to 
too per cent, he says, and 
the other 20 per cent 
showed little change. 

“I know it doesn’t affect 
everybody. Some eat sugar 
and drink booze and live 
until 90 and are never 
|sick." 

HE STOPS, takes a bite 
of his banana, and smiles. 
“That kind of bothers me.” 


Smith says he has devel¬ 
oped ways of knowing who 
can be helped by nutrition 
therapy. He looks at wheth¬ 
er: 

• The child is ticklish, 
which means he’s sensi¬ 
tive; 

• He has a Jekyll and 
Hyde personality; 

• He has problems sleep¬ 
ing; 

• He craves sugar or 
milk, a sign of hypoglyce¬ 
mia, or; 

• He rocks him.self or 
twitches his muScles fre¬ 
quently, a sign of calcium 
deficiency. 

SMITH'S DIET, which he 
recommends for any age, 
cuts out all sugar and white 
flour. He’s been following it 
for years and “I don’t get 
sick; I used to get the flu all 
the time.” 

He agrees it may be diffi¬ 
cult to convince a sweet¬ 
toothed child to forgo his 
sugar. 

“The whole family has to 
do this. You have to start 
early when the child is still 
trapped in the household.” 

Even that old standby of 


childhood nutrition, milk, 
has faults. Pew children 
react to raw milk. Smith 
says, but allergies to homo¬ 
genized milk are common. 

SMITH SAYS calcium 
should be obtained from 
supplements because 
many people are unable to 
absorb the mineral from 


homogenized milk. 

Instead of processed 
foods he recommends fre¬ 
quent snacks of fresh fruits 
and raw vegetables, nuts, 
fish, cheese and whole 
grains. But even these 
foods may not provide all 
the needed nutrients, so 
Smith suggests most peo¬ 
ple take vitamins C and 


B-complex and calcium 
supplements. 

SMITH SAYS his nutri¬ 
tion therapy has affected 
conditions ranging from 
hyperactivity and allergies 
to depression and schizo¬ 
phrenia. Even when actual 
illnesses aren’t affected, 
behavioral disorders often 
are. 


An improper diet may 
lead to a neuro-biochemi¬ 
cal imbalance “that would 
get in the way of dealing 
with their self-image,” and 
in turn cause other prob¬ 
lems such as bedwetting or 
discipline. When the imbal¬ 
ance Is corrected, the prob¬ 
lems should go away.

To begin cultivating a herb garden, plan to 
grow what you use re^larly in cooking. For 
example, try chives, parsley and mint. 

Experiment with one or two herbs that 
interest you, perhaps sorrel or marjoram.

ing books are available in bookstores and 
libraries to lay out the groundwork. 

And to help you decide which ones to grow, 
try these herbal dishes:

Q: What proportion of 
eggs and milk will form a 
firm gel (or baked cus¬ 
tards') Some recipes just 
never seem to set and I 
.suspect there's too much 
Mmllk in proportion to the 
eggs. How many egg yolks 
or bow much flour may be 
substituted for the whole 
eggs? 

A: For each cup of milkt 
it would take about I 
large eggs plus 2 table¬ 
spoons sugar to set a baked 
or stirred custard. How- 
‘ ever as many as four eggs 
and 4 tablespoons of sugar 
may be used, particularly 
where a firmer gel is re¬ 
quired as in custards that 
are to be unmolded. 

For custard pics, 1 to 2 
eggs per cup of milk, is the 
minimum needed. Two egg 
yolks can be substituted for 


one egg in custard making. 
For cream pie fillings or 
some types of custards, 1 
tablespoon of flour can be 
used in place of one egg.

Q: What causes my 
cheese strata to curdle and 
turn out watery? My recipe 
Is a large one: six beaten 
eggs and 4 cups of milk, 
etc. one time It toms out 
beautifully, puffy and light 
and the next 
time ... zilch! I also have 
had this happen with chick¬ 
en salad and com casse¬ 
roles. 

A: A form of custard, 
your strata or com cas.se- 
role may have been cooked 
too long, coagulating the 
protein from the eggs and 
milk. Too high a cooking 
temperature causes rapid 
thickening and ovcrcoagu- 
lation occurs right after 
maximum coagulation so 
that proper timing is hard 
to judge. 

With the chicken salad, 
the mayonnaise will sepa¬ 
rate with too long cooking 
and too high temperature. 


Q: About two months ago, 
I bought a pound each of 
candied cherries, pine¬ 
apple and 2 pounds of 
dates. I immediately 
placed them in the refrig¬ 
erator. How long can I sa¬ 
fely keep them in the re¬ 
frigerator as I do not plan 
to use them until midfall 
this year for my holiday 
fruitcakes. 

A: As these candied fruits 
are sugared and dried and 
therefore pra*erved, they 
should keep well in the re¬ 
frigerator for several 
months. For longer stor¬ 
age, pack them airtight and 
store in the freezer. 


Q: I can't seem to get 
clear transparent Jelly. 
Can you please give me 
some tips? I do strain the 
fmlt j nice through a double 
thickness of cheesecloth 
but somehow still end up 
with a cloudy Jelly. 

A: When the fruit used is 
too green, there may be 
some starch left in the 
juices even after straining. 
Also, fruit should be cook^ 
only until it is tender be¬ 
cause too long a cooking 
period will cause some 
cloudiness. 

When the Jelly is poured 
into the jars too slowly or 
when it is allowed to stand 
before pouring into the 
jars, the jelly loses its 
clearness or transparency. 
Also, jellies made from 
fruit juices solely are more 
likely to be clearer than 
those artificial jellies that 
are made with pectin con¬ 


centrates, acids, sugar or 
flavoring materials. 

Q; What fruits are high in 
pectin and which ones are 
low? I need this Informa¬ 
tion (or making Jellies. 

A: Besides pectin, the 
acidity of the fruit also 
should be considered to de¬ 
termine the Jellying qual¬ 
ity. Fruits which contain 
sufficient pectin and acid 
for jellymaking include; 
grapes, crab apples, cran¬ 
berries, currants, goose¬ 
berries, grapefruit, 
lemons, limes, loganber¬ 
ries, sour apples, sour 
blackberries, sour guavas, 
sour oranges and sour 
plums. High in acid but low 
in pectin are apricots, pine¬ 
apples^ rhubarb, sour 
peaches and strawberries. 
Low in both pectin and acid 
are bananas, elderberries 
and pears. 

Fruit that is slightly un¬ 
derripe also is believed to 
contain the largest amount 
of pectin. If you want to use 
a fruit low in pectin, you 
may add another fruit juice 
that is rich in pectin or use 
a commercial or home¬ 
made pectin concentrate.

Cigarette culprit in fire 


A smoldering cigarette is be¬ 
lieved to have caused an early- 
morning fire Tuesday which des¬ 
troyed the Surfside Cabaret, 1208 
Wharf. 

City fire crews from all three 
halls responded to the call, turned 
in at 3:50 a.m. by a city police 
patrolman. 

Damage to the cabaret in Har- 
twig Court has been placed at 
$175,000 by Deputy Fire Chief 
Fred Severson, who said it was 


amazing that firefighters man¬ 
aged to contain the blaze to the 
nightclub. 

About $100,000 of that damage 
is structural. Most of the remain¬ 
der was sound equipment, some 
of it just installed by the cabaret 
and some belonging to the Toron¬ 
to group Blitz, which was playing 
there. 

Faulty wiring, which was ini¬ 
tially thought to be the cause, was 


ruled out by Severson, who said a 
smouldering cigarette in a cush¬ 
ion bench against the north wall is 
now the suspected origin. 

While the fire was confined to 
the club, smoke damage spread 
to the upper floors of the three- 
storey building owned in part by 
Cedric Steele, president of the 
Victoria Chamber of Commerce. 

Severson said the last person 
in the cabaret left about 3 a.m.

Egypt wins Suez Canal big money gamble

ISMAIIJA, Egypt — Five yean ago this month, 
President Anwar Sadat, resplendent in the dress white 
uniform of an admiral, stood on the deck of an Egyptian 
destroyer leading the flnt convoy in eight yean through 
the Suez Canal. 

Egyptian assault troops had retaken the canal's east 
bank only 20 months earlier. Sadat's decision to reopen it 
to international traffic—although Israeli troops were only 
13 miles away and negotiations on a further disengage¬ 
ment of forces had just collapsed—was a gamble that has 
paid off for Egypt, both economically and politically. 

Today the Suez Canal is an example of efficiency 
aild profitability In the erratic Egyptian economy. 
Its precious hard-currency earnings are deemed so es¬ 
sential that the chairman of the Suez Canal Author¬ 
ity, Mashour Ahmed Mashour, has been accorded the 
rank of a deputy prime minister. 

Mashour declared recently that the canal earned $700 


million last year, and he predicted, "We will earn |1 
billion or more next year, CM willing.” 

The canal already handles 14 per cent of the World’s 
sea-going trade, according to Egyptian statistics, al¬ 
though oi^y a quarter of the worid’a tanker tannage can 
use the canal because tankers have grown so large. Be- 
...fore the 19S7 war, three-quarters of the tanker too- 
tnage could use the canal. An ambitious $U billion 
expansion project due for completioa by next fall will - 
enable the canal to accommodate, in theory, half of 
the world's tanker tonnage. The Egyptian government 
has kept its tolls virtually unchanged for the last five 
years In an effort to attract shipping customers. Now, 
with confidence restored, the canal authority is said 
to be considering a substantial rise in the tolls at 
the end of this year, instituting a complex new for¬ 
mula that will demand more money from vessels 
that reap the greatest savings from the canal. 

As well as generating hard currency, the Suez Canal 
has helped rejuvenate the war-ravaged neighboring cities 
of Port Said, Ismailia and Suez and has attracted home 


most of its refugees. The canal has also buttressed 
Egypt’s reghmal standing at a critical period when other 
Arab countries have tried to isolate it for making peace 
with Israel. 

Last year vessels flying the flags of 104 countries 
used the route. Mashour told vlsiUiig reporters, "We 
still have Arab ships going through the canal.” 

When Egypt regain^ control over the canal fol¬ 
lowing the 1073 war, it was a wreck. 

“Everything was destroyed, and the canal and its 
banks were full of hundreds of thousands of mines,” 
recalled Mashour, who has headed the Suez Canal Author¬ 
ity since loss. 

Since the canal reopened five years ago, some OS,000 
ships have Uken the IS-hoor short cut between the 
Mediterranean Sea and the Red Sea. A record of 01 
ships passed through March 11, and the daily average this 
year has been 58. 

The canal has successfully adjusted to container 
ships, roll-on, roll-off ships and other carriers un¬ 
known when the canal previously operated. 


The first stage of the present expansion project 
envishms that mammoth tankers of up to 150,000 tons 
fully laden and up to 370,000 tons in ballast may negoti¬ 
ate the canal by the end of this year. 

The draft of the canal is being increased to 53 feet 
from 38 feet, and itf wet cross section is being dou¬ 
bled to about 4,300 square yards. The actual dr^ging 
has been mostly contracted out among Japanese, French 
and Italian companies and an international consortium 
that includes Dutch and Swedish concerns. - 

Hie new excavation has mostly taken plane along 
the canal’s eastern bank. To facilitate the movement 
of ships, the Suez Canal Authority is building three 
bypasses. That will make nearly 42 miles of double 
lane within the new 120-mile route. 

A second phase of improvements still being con¬ 
sidered woultkexpand the canal’s wet cross section to 
5,980 square'^yards and itsidraft to 67 feet, deep 
enough to let supertankers of as much as 260,000 net 
tons travel throu^ fully laden.

Life is not so marvellous with metric anymore

NEW YORK — The met¬ 
ric system conversion 
campaign of the 1970s 
seems to have lost some of 
its early crusading fervor. 
This is a relief for those of 
us who felt guilty enough 
lusting after junk food 
without the added fear of 
stymying civilization by 
buying it in nonmetric con¬ 
tainers. 

A more relaxed transi¬ 
tion to an unaccustomed 
measurement system has 
been welcomed-^ a good 
many scientists, tas well as 
most of the rest of us. 


After all, the Europeans 
who invented the metric 
system centuries ago in¬ 
tended it as a convenience 
suited to things familiar to 
them. Among the founding 
fathers of the system was 
Claude Emile Jean-Bap- 
tiste Litre, whose family 
sold wine in the first litre 
(litre) bottles to bear the 
name. 

Technological progress 
has spawned a lot of mea¬ 
suring units never ima¬ 
gined in the 18th-century 
origins of the metric sys¬ 
tem. Take the “bam.” A 
few decades ago, Ameri¬ 
can physicists needed a 
new yardstick for measur¬ 


ing the tiny crons sectioas 
of atomic nuclei and hit 
on a unit they deemed (on a 
microscopic scale) to be 
“as big as a bam.” 

The bam was Inducted 
into the metric system by 
assigning it a value of 19 to 
the minus 24 square centi¬ 
metres, but the purists who 
administer the world’s 
metric system have never 
liked the unit and call it 
“provisional.” 

Apart from the ham’s in¬ 
elegant dimensions, it 
lacks the heroic (and Euro¬ 
pean) ring of approved 
metric unit names—the 
newton, faraday, maxwell, 
joule, hertz and so forth. 


All the same, the bam is 
very handy Indeed, and 
physicists seem no more 
ready to abandon It than 
hous^ves the tablespoon. 

While scientists have lit¬ 
tle sympathy for Ameri¬ 
ca’s Fahrenheit tradition, 
they are not necessarily 
crazy about the Celsius al¬ 
ternative. (Celsius is what 
, we used to call centigrade 
before the reformers 
changed the name. Andre 
Celsius was a Swedish 
scientific contemporary of 
Litre.) 

Many scientists are more 
comfortable using the met¬ 
ric scale named for Kelvin, 
the British scientist, be¬ 


cause it happens to start at 
absolote zero rather than at 
the freezing point of water. 
It seems to some of them 
that, if Americans are 
going to have to forgo 
Fahrenheit anyway, they 
could learn that W.9 d^ 
grees Fahrenheit Is 300 de¬ 
grees Kelvin just as easily 
as calling it 27 degrees Cel¬ 
sius. 

Even the arithmetic con¬ 
venience that the metric 
system offers by interre¬ 
lating its units as multiples, 
of 10 has been undermined 
by modern technology. 
These days, science and in¬ 
dustry do most of their cal¬ 
culations with computers. 


and computers use binary 
numbers (based an 2), not 
decimal numbers. Elemen¬ 
tary schools may even 
teart children binary rath¬ 
er than decimal arithmetic 
someday. 

The metric system, born 
when the earth was thought 
to be perfectly rigid, 
spbericM and immutable, 
was based on the dimen¬ 
sions of the world Itself. It 
seemed both elegant and 
practical to define the 
basic measuring unit, the 
metre, as one ten-millionth 
of the surface distance 
from a pole to the Ek|uator. 
But science has since dis¬ 
covered that the earth 


bnlges at the Equator and 
that its surface Is very arlg- 
gly, thanks to tidal and 
seismic forces. Really pre¬ 
cise definitioo of the metre 
as the function of a terres¬ 
trial dimension is no longer 
possible. 

So the metre is now de¬ 
fined as the distance of 1,- 
6$0,763.73 vacuum wave¬ 
lengths of light emitted by 
an electron tube containing 
the rare gas krypton M. It 
is no longer the elegant 
model of simplicity it was 
once supposed to be. 

People in the import-ex¬ 
port business have pressed 
harder than many scien¬ 
tists for implementation of 
the metric system in the 


United States, because 
meat of the outer world 
buys and sells things by 
metric measure. 

But the Pentagon recent¬ 
ly announced plans to save 
about $2S million by not 
using the metric system to 
build the new MX missile 
system, as it had originally 
intended. Presumably the 
MX system is for domestic 
useo^y. 

Meanwhile, the wearer 
of a size 10|i shoe can still 
pace off his room in feet 
accurately enough to order 
a rug. Feet may lack ele¬ 
gance but they are handy, 
and handiness is one of the 
hallmarks of scientific 
measurement.

An argument over a con¬ 
templated $70 labor charge 
to fix a broken window pre¬ 
ceded a stabbing which re¬ 
sulted in the death March 
17 of a 31-year-old Saanich 
woman. B.C. Supreme 
Court was told Tuesday. 

Denis Barry McFadden, 
29. of Sidney, charged with 
first-degree murder after 
the death of Marion Bar¬ 
bara MacKay. was testify¬ 
ing on his own behalf in the 
seventh day of his trial. 

He told the jury he didn't 
realize he had stabbed her 
the first time he returned to 
her Old West Saanich Road 
house but he knew it when 
he came back, collected his 
tools and a carving knife, 
wrapped her body in a bed¬ 
spread. put her in his car 
and drove home. 

McFadden denied in¬ 
tending to kill her or to hurt 
her and denied sex was on 
his mind rather than fixing 
a broken window. 

HE ALSO denied the 
--stabbing was over the bro¬ 
ken-window argument, 
saying he didn’t know the 
reason. 

The defence was to con¬ 
tinue its case today, calling 
McFadden's wife and a 
psychiatrist. 

McFadden said he came 
to Canada from Northern 
Ireland, where he was a 
member of the Ulster De¬ 
fence Association, in 1974. 

He had a call from the 
Blue Army home mainte¬ 
nance referral agency 
about MacKay’s basement 
flooding from a leak in a 
hot water tank, phoned her 


and told her how to operate 
the stop cocks, and made 
arrangements to fix the 
leak about 10 or 12 days 
prior to March 17. 

BUT WHEN he arrived 
at the house, he said no one 
was there, a note said the 
leak had bmn fixed, and he 
was “pretty arigry” so he 
smashed a small window, 
and went home. 

After returning home 
and hearing MacKay had 
called apologizing for not 
being home, he wrote a 
note offering to fix the win¬ 
dow and pinned it on her 
door. 

McFadden said he was in 
a shocked and frightened 
state at the time because of 
a visit by the RCMP over 
an allegation of defrauding 
a previous employer of $25,- 
000 and a Saanich investi¬ 
gation of an allegation of- 
wilful damage, which 
resulted in no charge, in 
which a number of his tools 
were taken. 

He also said he had a fear 
of police from his days in 
Northern Ireland but 
agreed he had never been 
mistreated or hurt by po¬ 
lice in Canada. 

ON MARCH 17, he said, 
he had just returned from a 
visit to Vancouver where 
he got married and was 
expecting the RCMP to 
come but they didn't and 
when he phoned them about 
the fraud matter they said 
they were in the middle of 
their investigation. 

He considered this the 
final straw, that he had to 


face the matter but 
couhtn't, and wanted to fo 
back to Ireland. 

Then MacKay phoned 
after 5:30 p.m. and she 
wanted him to fix the win¬ 
dow. He said he would take 
measurements that night 
and instali it the following 
day. 

While at her house, he 
said he heard her answer 
the phone, make arrange¬ 
ments to meet someone, 
and say she'd only be 30 
minutes because the 
plumber had arrived. 

McFadden said he 
checked the hot water tank. 
His mind was in a terrible 
state, he said, thinking 
about the RCMP. She 
showed him the small bro¬ 
ken window in the bed¬ 
room. 

HE SAH) THAT he took 
the carving knife, which he 
used becausej^anich po¬ 
lice had taken his bther 
knives two weeks earlier In 
connection with the wilful 
damage Investigation, and 
a pair of pliers from his tool 
box. 

McFadden said he of¬ 
fered to buy the glass If she 
paid the labor charge of 
about $70 but she said that 
was awfully high and an 
argument started. 

She was shouting and de¬ 
manding another estimate 
and didn’t want him to do 
the job. He pushed her and 
she said she would com¬ 
plain to the Blue Army and 
phone police if he didn't 
leave the house. 

He said she grabbed his 
leg and pulled him as he

Driving home he said he 
got flasbra in his head and

house and called her but 
there was no answer. In¬ 
side, he saw his toolbox on 
its side and she was lying 
dead on the floor. 

“PANIC SET in again,” 
he said. ’’1 didn’t know 
what to do or where to turn. 
Everything went through 
my mind. I just couldn’t 1^ 
lieve this had actually hap¬ 
pened.” 

He said people would 
know be was in the house so 
he panicked and knew he 
had to get rid of her and all 
the evidence. He said he 
took her clothes off and 
wrapped her in the bed¬ 
spread, throwing some of 
her clothes out of his car as 
he drove home. 

At his house, he said he 
wrapped her in blankets 
and then in a tarpaulin, tied 
it up and put it in his boat. 

After his wife went to 
bed, he said “I seemed to 
come to my senses a bit. It 
all started coming back to 
me. I thought I had been 
asleep and it was a night¬ 
mare and I’d just woken up. 

I went to the boat and the 
tarpaulin was there and I 
still couldn’t believe it and I 
drove to her house and po¬ 
lice cars and policemen 
were there.”

McFadden said one 
statement be gave police 
was an error. He said In his 
statement be took her 
shoes off.

March 17, about 
three hours after he said he 
was first at the MacKay 
house, and having a con¬ 
versation with her. 


McFadden denied he was 
misleading police by telling 
them he threw the carving 
knife into the ocean at Sid¬ 
ney wharf rather than Ro¬ 
berts Bay where It was 
found. He said the wharf 
was “in iny head” but 
agreed there is no wharf at 
Roberts Bay. 

HE DENIED mixing 
truth, lies and imaginatipn 
in his statement to police to 
cover an indecent assault 
on MacKay, saying he had 
been truthful all along. 

He agreed his statement 
said in part he was “taking 
measurements” of the bro¬ 
ken window. In court, he 
said he was in the bedroom 
“to take” measurements. 

He also agreed he was 
wrong when he said in his 
statement he was standing 
on the dresser. In court, he 
said he was kneeling. 

He denied the larger win¬ 
dow was broken by her, ”I 
know I hit the window.” He 
could not explain a very 
small portion of flesh found 
outside the window. 

McFadden denied sug¬ 
gestions put to him that he 
knew exactly when and 
where he stabbed her. 


“IF ICOUIJ) remember 
it might give me peace of 
mind,” he said. 

He denied switching his 
story about her shoes be¬ 
cause blood which wd3 
found inside the shoe* 
couldn’t be there If they 
were worn. 

McFadden said it wasn't 
his intention to borrow a 
car with ahitchMarchlSto 
dump MacKay at sea and 
that only the arrival of 
Saanich police prevented 
this. 

He said “no” when it was 
suggested he forced Mac¬ 
Kay to disrobe at knife¬ 
point and that was why 
there were no holes in her 
clothes. 

HE ALSO replied “no” 
when it was su^ested she 
tried to jump out of the 
window and he pulled her in 
and that was when it broke, 
pulling her across the floor 
and then stabbing her. 

In the midst of one of his 
denials, the soft-spoken 
McFadden said in a barely 
audible voice “my wife is 
the most beautiful woman 
in the world and I worship 
the ground she walks on.”

There have been enough 
preliminary studies to con¬ 
vince him that Transpo 86 
would have a positive ef¬ 
fect on the city, Volrich 
said, and he is confident 
that a cost-benefit analysis 
will confirm the„earlicr 
studies. 

Alderman Mike Har- 
court, a mayoralty candi¬ 
date opposed to holding 
Transpo 86, said the cost- 
benefit analysis should 
have been completed be¬ 
fore Vancouver agreed to 
play host to the fair. 

Provincial Secretary 
Evan Wolfe said Monday 
he has asked Ottawa 
through External Affairs 
Minister Mark MacGuigan 
to, participate in a 
cost-benefit analysis, but 
has received no confirma¬ 
tion yet.

Totem trio 
on way 
to Haida 

PRINCE RUPERT (CP) 
— Three Haida totem poles 
taken from the Queen 
Charlotte Islands more 
than 30 years ago will be 
returned. 

Prince Rupert city coun¬ 
cil has agreed to write a 
letter to the Museum of 
Northern B.C., where the 
poles have been held in 
trust for the Massett and 
Skidegatc Indian bands, al¬ 
lowing the museum to 
transfer the poles to the 
Queen Charlotte Islands 
Museum in Skidegate. 

Two of the poles, the 
Eagle and Grizzly Pole and 
the Flower Pole, were 
taken from the native vil¬ 
lage of Van during the Sec¬ 
ond World War by two men 
who might have planned to 
sell them illegally, said 
Ron Denman, administra¬ 
tor of the Museum of 
Northern B.C. ^ 

The poles were taken to 
Prince Rupert on the north 
coast of B.C. but confiscat¬ 
ed by the Indian agent 
when they arrived. 

The third pole, the Eagle 
Chief Pole was taken from 
the village of Tanu in 1935, 
Denman said.

OTTAWA (CP) — A sec¬ 
tion of the federal Fisher¬ 
ies Act which places a blan¬ 
ket prohibition on logging 
operatmts in waters fre¬ 
quented by fish is beyond 
the powers of Parliament, 
the Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada ruled Tuesday. 

In a unaitimous judg¬ 
ment, the court erased a 
conviction against Dan 
Fowler who was charged 
with unlawfully putting de¬ 
bris into waters at or near 
Forbes Bay, near the Se- 
chelt peninsula in B.C., 
while engaged in logging. 

A verdict of guilty was 
imposed by a county court 
judge. The B.C. Court of 
Appeal agreed he was 
guilty. 

Government lawyers ar¬ 
gued in the Supreme Court 
that the section of the Fish¬ 
eries Act wa&necessary as 


preventive legislation in¬ 
tended for the federal duty 
to preserve and protect 
fish. They said its validity 
did not depend on showing 
that the operations to 
which it related caused ac¬ 
tual harm to a fishery. 

Mr. Justice Ronald Mart- 
land, writing reasons for 
the Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion, said the section co¬ 
vered a wide field of log¬ 
ging activities and the 
amount of substance depo¬ 
sited in the water didn't 
matter. 

“The legislation extends 
to cover not only water fre¬ 
quented by fish but also 
water that flows into such 
water, ice over any such 
water and any place which 
slash, stumps and other de¬ 
bris are likely to be carried 
into such water,” he said. 

But the section made no¬ 
attempt to link the banned 


activity to actual or poten¬ 
tial harm to fisheries. 

“It is a blanket prohibit¬ 
ion of certain types of ac¬ 
tivity, subject to provincial 
juri^iction, which does not 
delimit the elements of the 
offence so as to link the 
prohibition to -any likely

Gas-buying 
neighbors 
‘advantage' 
for Ontario 


OTTAWA (UPC) — 
Americans are crossing the 
Canadian border and buy¬ 
ing $50 million worth of 
cheaper gasoline a year, 
Enei^ Minister Marc La- 
londe told the Commons 
Tuesday. 

Lalonde rejected esti¬ 
mates by Conservative MP 
and former 'foronto mayor 
David Crombie that 
Americans were buying 
close to $100 million worth 
of gas for their trucks and 
cars. 

Crombie charged that 
Canadians were subsidiz¬ 
ing “the foreigners” and 
action should be taken im¬ 
mediately. 

The energy minister told 
the House that most 
Americans were crossing 
the border at Ontario 
points and that federal offi¬ 
cials were monitoring the 
situation and would advise 
him of “any action to 
take.” 

He said no statistics on 
Americans crossing the 
border were available but 
the “best 'guessestlmate' 
is that $50 million would be 
close to reality. 

“If you take into con¬ 
sideration that Ontario 
picks up road tax, which 
accounts for some $20 mil¬ 
lion, the figure is reduced 
even further. This is not to 
say this is not an insignifi¬ 
cant figure but there are 
some advantages to the On¬ 
tario treasury,” Lalonde 
said. 

Gas in the United States 
is about 20 cents more ex¬ 
pensive per gallon then in 
Canada, for a gallon about 
four-fifths the size of the 
imperial measure u-ed in 
Canada. 


Petfood’ 
to show 
its worth

a nationaCklandard 
will be set under the 
Canadian General 
Standards Board to 
specify the nutrithmal 
content of pet foods. 

The board repre¬ 
sents manufacturers, 
veterinarians, regnla- 
tory bodies, humane 
societies and consum¬ 
er groups. 

A supply and ser¬ 
vices department re¬ 
lease said the standard 
is being set so consum¬ 
ers will “know that 
their pet is receiving a 
complete and ba¬ 
lanced diet.” 

The standard will 
use a program allow¬ 
ing manufacturers to 
apply for board certifi¬ 
cation. 

Canadians buy about 
$25< million wnrth of 
pet food annually, the 
department said.

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‘The Call of June 18’ echoes 40 years later 


PARIS (AP) — The tall, 
haufjhty French general 
spoke Into a microphone 
that sent his voice across 
the English Channei to a 
beaten, humilitated coun¬ 
try. 

“France is not aiune . . . 

I, General de Gaulle, now 
in l,ondon. invite the offi¬ 
cers and soidiers of France 
to line up with me.” 

Forty years ago today 
Charles de Gaulle broad¬ 
cast “I’Appel de 18 Juin”— 
the Call of June 18—and 
changed the course of 
French postwar history, a 
course that eventually 
brought him to the presi¬ 
dency. 

The French, who have 
elevated the Call to almost 
mythical proportions, are 
marking the 40th anniver¬ 
sary this week with fire¬ 
works,..an Eiffel Tower 
sound-and-light show about 
de Gaulle, and a dozen new 
books analyzing the rea¬ 
sons for France’s worst 
battlefieid debacle since 
Waterloo. 

The newspaper Figaro is 
telling the story vividiy by 
reprinting its wartime 
pages. The headlines range 
from the cocksure “Vic¬ 
tory cannot elude us” of 
March 1940 to “Govern¬ 
ment leaves Paris” of June 
13,1940. 

Many Frenchmen indeed 
are wondering, in light of 
the Afghanistan crisis, 
whether the Soviet army 
could march into France as 
easily as the Germans. 

The government will 
soon decide whether to 
manufacture the neutron 
bomb, and there are persis¬ 
tent calls on Frtmce to 
broaden its deterrent force 
by spreading its nuclear 
umbrella over neighboring 
West Germany. 

In general, the new books 
on the war lend to reinforce 
the fhesis that France, bied 
white by the First World 
War, was simply too tired 
to fight the .Second World 
War. 

The army blindly trusted 
the Maginot Line to hold 
back invaders, and thought 
cavalry charges could 
match lank divisions and 
Stuka bombers. 

About 120,000 French¬ 
men died in 40 days of 
fighting. Eight million 
refugees headed to the 
southern third of France 
that an armistice demar¬ 
cated as an unoccupied 
zone. 

The government fied 
Paris and lodged itself in 
the little health spa town of 
Vichy, where the Germans 
set up a collaborationist re¬ 
gime. 

Marshal Philippe Petain, 
victor of the First World 
War's bloodiest battle, 
Verdun, look over the lead¬ 
ership, intent on disman¬ 
tling the leftist democracy 
of the Third Republic 
which he blamed for 
France’s misfortune. 

On June 17, 84-year-old 
Petain broadcast to the 
country: “It is with a heavy 
heart that I tell you today 
that the fighting must stop.

LONDON (AP) — Paki¬ 
stan is developing a nu¬ 
clear bomb with financial 
help from Libya, the BBC 
said Monday. 

It predicted Pakistan 
would test a nuclear device 
in 18 months and speculat¬ 
ed that India, which has 
exploded a nuclear device, 
might wage war on its 
neighbor and traditional 
enemy to prevent it devel¬ 
oping a nuclear weapons 
armory. 

In its weekly news and 
current affairs program. 
Panorama, the SbC as¬ 
sembled published and 
newly gathered material 
claiming to show Pakistani 
scientists have the exper¬ 
tise and hardware to make 
nuclear weapons. 

rt said their uranium 
concentrates were mined 
by a French company in 
Niger, Libya’s Moslem 
neighbor in the African Sa¬ 
hara. 

A Pakistani whose face 
was not shown to the.cam- 
eras said on the program 
that couriers flew from 
Libya to Pakistan with mil¬ 
lions of dollars in suitcases, 
to finance Pakistani pur¬ 
chases of machinery and 
components from Europe¬ 
an companies. 


The next day, as Petain 
was suing the Germans for 
an armistice, 49-year-old 
de Gaulle urg^ him to flee 
to North Africa and fight on 
from France’s colonies. 


"This war is a world 
war,” he said in his Call. 
“All our mistakes, all our 
delays, all our suffering, do 
not alter the fact that there 
are in the universe all the 


means needed to crush our 
enemies one day ...” 

De Gaulle was then so 
little known In France that 
his speech went almost un¬ 
heard. Electricity short¬ 


ages In France kept most 
radios off. The rest were 
tuned to Petain’s head¬ 
quarters. 

Frenchmen had not yet 
heard of the deportations 


and concentration camps 
they would face as the 
Vichy regime fell increas¬ 
ingly un&r Nazi control. 
For the moment the father¬ 
ly Petain’s offer of “work. 


family, .fatherland” 
seemed much more attrac¬ 
tive than “liberte, egallte, 
fratemite.” 

Wrote de Gaulle in his 
memoirs; “My mission 


suddenly appeared to me, 
clear a^ terrible. At this 
moment, the worst in our 
history, it was up to me to 
assume that I was 
France.”

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‘Miracle drugs’ faltering? 

Drugs used in animal feed a classic dilemma

WASHINGTON — The 
widespread use of low 
doses of human antibiotics 
as additives in animal feed 
may be diminishing the 
value of "miracle drugs” 
in the treatment of 
humans. 

That is the growing suspi¬ 
cion based on considerable 
but inconclusive evidence 
of doctors who have long 
wondered why they have 


had to administer ever 
iarger doses of antibiotics 
to combat bacterial infec¬ 
tions in their patients with 
each passing year. 

Part of the answer may 
be that the doctors them¬ 
selves have so overused 
drugs like penicillin and 
tetracycline that the bacte-

GOLDEN, Colo. —.New 
forms of glass that may 
ultimately make sunlit 
homes warmer are under 
development, chiefly for 
use in solar energy applica¬ 
tions. 

Although ordinary win¬ 
dow glass seems to pass 
sunlight unimpeded, iron 
oxide within it, which 
comes from the sand used 
in production, absorbs a 
considerable percentage of 
the solar energy. Two new 
types of glass, in which the 
iron oxide has been altered 
or removed, allow far more 
energy to pass. 

Specialists see such glass 
as ultimately applicable to 
windows in homes that ex¬ 
ploit passive solar heating, 
allowing sunlight to fall on 
heat-absorbing floors and 
walls. If properly designed, 
such homes would be pro¬ 
tected against overheating 
in summer by roof exten¬ 
sions or window awnings. 

Under the auspices of the 
U.S. Solar Energy Re¬ 
search Institute here an ef¬ 
fort is being made to find a 
durable and economical 
substitute to be used both in 
solar-heated homes and in 
solar-energy collectors. 
The immediate goal is to 
produce glass that is very 
thin—suitable for mirrors 
and coating surfaces, with 
use in windows a more dis¬ 
tant prospect. 

The new glass may play a 
role in coating new plastic 
substitutes for window 
glass, such as polyvinyli- 
dene fluoride, to help them 
withstand weathering. 
These plastics would be far 
lighter, less breakable and 
more efficient in passing 
sunlight. 

Two strategies are being 
tested for production of 
glass that permits a high 
percentage of sunlight to 
pass, both of which are 
costly at pre.sent. One is to 
convert iron oxide in the 
glass into ferric oxide, a 
form that allows more en¬ 
ergy to penetrate. The 
other is to remove the iron 
from the sand used in mak¬ 
ing the glass, for example, 
by acid washing or the use 
of magnets. 

The outcome, however, 
will help determine the 
practicality of a wide range 
of .schemes for exploiting 
solar energy. Glass is used 
to cover heat collectors on 
house roofs. It protects 
solar cells that generate 
electricity from sunlight 
and forms the mirrors that 
concentrate sunlight for 
heating or power genera¬ 
tion. 

As to which type of glass 
will be the winner. Dr. 
Barry Butler, manager of 
the project at the solar in¬ 
stitute, said; “The jury is 
still out." Some glass 
manufacturers are work¬ 
ing on ways to remove the 
iron, but 'the institute is 
sponsoring an effort by the 
Corning Glass Works in 
Coming, N.Y., to develop 
glass by the other method/ 
Samples of the Coming 
product, known as 7809 
glass, are being tested as 
surfacing on solar collec¬ 
tors and reflectors at 16 
companies and research 
centres, including Rensse¬ 
laer Polytechnic Institute 
in Troy, N.Y., McDonnell 
Douglas Company in Hun¬ 
tington Beach, Calif., and 
the institute here. Each 
was provided a free sample 
in return for detailed re¬ 
ports on its performance. 

Coming has already used 
the glass in sunglasses 
whose density increases on 
exposure to sunlight and 
decreases in the shade. The 
tests are exploring the abil¬ 
ity of samples to withstand 
being shaped to curved sur¬ 
faces, resistance to severe 
weather and prolonged 
stress. Glass subjected to 
such stress sometimes falls 
victim to “static fatigue" 
and shatters. The trials are 
to be completed in about six 
months. 


Virtually all plate glass 
now is made by the float 
glass method. Neither face 
of the molten glass comes 
into contact with a solid 
surface, eliminating the 
defects from earlier 
methods. The molten glass 
flows out onto a b^ of 
molten tin, where it solidi¬ 
fies. The process is speedy 
and economical, but to pre¬ 
vent oxidation of the tin, 
iron within the glass must 
be in the oxygen-deficient, 
or ferrous, form.

BUT THE fear that drugs 
used in animals may also 
have a role have lent impe¬ 
tus to new legislation. In an 
effort to clear a decade- 
long regulatory logjam, 
two congressmen have in¬ 
troduced a bill to give the 
U.S. Federal Drug Admin- 
stration explicit authority 
to ban the routine “subth- 
erapeutic” use of human 
antibiotics in animal feed. 
Last week, hearings were 
held on the bill, called the 
Antibiotics Preservation 
Act, which is sponsored by 
Representatives Henry 
Waxman and John Dingell. 

The feed issue is a classic 
example of the regulatory 
dilemma that so often con¬ 
fronts the government on 
scientific matters: A poten¬ 
tial hazard to human health 
is recognized, but it can be 
remedied only by economic 
dislocation and, in this 
case, possibly by shrinking 
the food supply. Mean¬ 
while, the putative hazard 
has become so deeply en¬ 
tangled in the economy that 
politically powerful vested 


interests—the agriculture 
and drug industries—are 
able to thwart action. 

Complicating matters in 
this case is the incomplete¬ 
ness of the evidence, and, 
according to a recent study 
by a panel of the National 
Academy of Sciences, the 
problem is so complex that 
it is probably impossible to 
devise a study to measure 
and establish the risk. So 
the government must act in 
the dark, balancing uncer¬ 
tain risk against known 
benefits. 

“THERAPEUTIC fail¬ 
ure with these antibac¬ 
terials would lead to large 
but presently unquantifi- 
able morbidity and mortal¬ 
ity in humans and ani¬ 
mals,” stated a recent 
report by the Congressio¬ 
nal Office of Technology 
Assessment. "Once signifi¬ 
cant effects on human 
health do become widely 
observable and quantifi¬ 
able. it may be too late to 
address the problem.” 

The stakes are not small. 
Nearly all poultry, 85 per 
cent of pigs and hogs and 
about 60 percent of cattle 
are raised today on feed 
treated with antibiotics.

The drugs are 
believed to prevent disease 
and promote growth, and 
they have helped trans¬ 
form agriculture by allow¬ 
ing big producers to raise 
large numbers of animals 
in small, confined feed 
lots. 

According to drug indus¬ 
try sources, nearly half of 
all antibiotics made in the 
United States are sold for 
animal feed use. In 1979, 
this meant $243.7 million in 
total sales, according to 
figures compiled by the 
Animal Heal^ Institute, a 
drug industry trade group.

What weapons 
do they have?

OTTAWA — If words fail and 
weapons are drawn in the developing 
oil-price battle, the federal govern¬ 
ment has a whole arsenal. Alberta has 
one small, but very nasty, hand-gun. 

By mid-summer, Canadians should 
know how unpleasant things arc going 
to get. 

The existing oil price agreement 
with Alberta expires in 12 days. Al¬ 
ready Energy Minister Marc Lalonde 
is talking of imposing his will on the 
rebellious province and Alberta Pre¬ 
mier Peter Lougheed senses an ugly 
confrontation in the air. 

IN THEORY, there is still time for a 
settlement. Alberta Energy Minister 
Merv Leitch is in town today for a late 
burst of negotiations, and although it is 
considered unlikely these talks will 
lead to a new agreement, officials still 
hope the two governments will agree 
that there is enough room for move¬ 
ment that it would be worthwhile to 
bargain a few weeks past their July 1 
deadline. 

But the atmosphere is not promis¬ 
ing. 

Suppose—as many observers jjp— 
that this week’s talks lead nowhere. 


that the current oil price agreement 
runs out and that Lalonde and Lough¬ 
eed are forced into a confrontation. 

The first logical step for Lalonde to 
take, as he himself has pointed out, 
would be to set a price for Alberta 
oil arbitrarily. 

THE FEDERAL ENERGY minis¬ 
ter has a clear legal right to do this 
under the Petroleum Administration 
Act. The six-year-old legislation gives 
the minister the authority to “estab¬ 
lish, by ref^lation, maximum pricing 
for the various qualities and kinds of 
crude oil produced, extracted or re¬ 
covered in (any) province.” 

Such action would be unprecedent¬ 
ed. "There's never been a problem like 
this before,” said a federal govern¬ 
ment lawyer. "We’ve never had to set 
prices.’’ 

But the Petroleum'Administration 
Act, bom in the tense atmosphere 
which followed the first world energy 
crisis in 1973, did provide for the men¬ 
acing possibility of an eventual fed¬ 
eral-provincial showdown. 

ALBERTA, PRESUMABLY, would 
want to fight back, and the law pro¬ 
vides it with a swift and painful way of 
getting its revenge.

The tribe originally lived 
in the Soviet Union but fled 
to China after the Bolshe¬ 
vik revolution and then to 
the Pamirs in Afghanistan, 
said state department offi¬ 
cial Ron Lorton.

‘Worst riots’ 
scar Soweto 


JOHANNESBURG, 
South Africa (UPl) — Po¬ 
lice “shooting like mad” 
into crowds killed 10 
mixed-race protesters and 
wounded 50 others in Cape 
Town’s mulatto ghettos 
where fires raged out of 
control in South Africa’s 
worst race riots in (our 
years, newspapers and wit¬ 
nesses reported. 

Residents reported the 
five Cape Town townships 
were under a virtual state 
of siege, and said camou¬ 
flaged police^einforce- 
ments poured in through¬ 
out the day Wednesday. 

The protesters erected 
flaming barricades of tires 
and oil drums and set fires 
to buildings and cars in 
open defiance of a govern¬ 
ment ban on public gather¬ 
ings to commemorate the 
Soweto riots of June 1976, 
South African reporters 
said. 

The rioting, the worst 
since more than 600 people 
were killed in the sprawling 
black ghetto of Soweto out- 


'The police unions from 
the three areas voted Mon¬ 
day in favor of striking to 
back their demands.

police with the failure to 
get anywhere in negotia¬ 
tions or mediation talks 
withGVURA. 

Carl Anshelm, general 
manager and chief nego¬ 
tiator of GVLRA, voiced 
surprise. 


"It IS unusual for unions 
to conduct strike votes 
when they haven’t made a 
proposal on wages,” he 
said.

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Pension talks 
shrouded 
in silence

The provincial govern¬ 
ment and the union that 
represents its employees 
finally had something in 
common Tuesday—silence 
by mutual consent. 

In spite of the fanfare 
that preceded the meeting 
of B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees’ Union leaders. 
Premier Bennett and Pro¬ 
vincial Secretary Evan 
Wolfe over the pension plan 
controversy, it was “no 
comment” all around when 
the 45-minute session broke 
up.

Norm Richards tried to 
(end off reporters with a 
“no comment whatso¬ 
ever,” but did concede 
under questioning that the 
meeting went “very well.” 

Had it not gone that way, 
the BCGEU would have 
been expected to say it was 
heading for a top-level con¬ 
ference to decide on its 
next course of action. 

That, at least, was the 
message that came 
through from Richards the 
day iKfore, when he ad¬ 
dressed 6,000 protesters at 
the final rally in front of the 
Legislature. 

An insider who wasn’t at 
Tuesday’s meeting sug¬ 
gested the mood indicate 
a willingness to try to 
deal with the problem. 

“When you get a no-com- 
ment atmosphere like that, 
you usually know there are 
ongoing negotiations,” he 
said.

The younger brother of a man beaten up by a 
Sidney RCMP officer was given a jail sentence 
Tuesday in Victoria provincial court for as¬ 
saulting a Colwood RCMP constable. 

Erik Walter Krenbrink, 17, of 601 Raynor, 
pleaded guilty to assaulting a peace officer and 
consuming liquor in a public place. 

Krenbrink’s 23-ycar-old brother, David 
Dean, .was the victim of a May 1, 1979, 
police beating in front of the Sidney RCMP 
detachment and 29-year-old Constable Grant 
Bottrell was convicted of two counts of assault 
causing bodily harm and sentenced May 29 to 
three months in jail. 

In the younger Krenbrink’s case, crown 
counsel Don Laughton said Constable Stanley 
Hall was dropping his daughter off at Centen¬ 


nial Park April 16 when lie saw Krenbrink 
drinking from a bottle of beer and ordered him 
to pour it out. Krenbrink became abusive. Hall 
tried to arrest him and a struggle ensued. 
Krenbrink missed with several attempted kicks 
but connected with a punch to Hall’s head which 
caused a black eye and lacerations. 

While Hall was down, Krenbrink jumped on 
a motorcycle and left the scene, court was told. 

Defence lawyer Chris Considine said Kren¬ 
brink surrendered to police aftel learning 
there was a warrant out (or his arrest. 

Laughton alleged a juvenile record including 
convictions for possession of marijuana, break¬ 
ing and entering, possession of liquor, common 
assault, causing a disturbance, carrying a dan¬ 
gerous weapon, driving without due care and 
attention, driving without a valid driver’s li¬ 
cence, driving without valid insurance, and 
misuse of licence plates. 


Canada watches 
genetic patents 


OTTAWA (CP) — Sci¬ 
ence Minister John Roberts 
told the Commons Tuesday 
a special science commit¬ 
tee was studying the com¬ 
mercial opportunities as 
well as the potential impact 
of biotechnological re¬ 
search, including genetic 
engineering. 

The minister was re¬ 
sponding to Progressive 
Conservative Gary Gurbin 
representing the Ontario 
riding of Bruce-Grey, who 
wanted to know if the gov¬ 
ernment had considered 
the possible dangerous ef¬ 


fects of a U.S. Supreme 
Court decision Monday to 
allow scientists to patent 
living organisms created in 
a laboratory. 

Roberts said the commit¬ 
tee was assigned “not only 
to look at the (research) 
possibilities but the poten¬ 
tial impact on our society, 
its morals, its values and 
the general social con¬ 
text . . .” of this new field 
of science. 

Biotechnology basically 
involves the manipulation 
for human purposes of the 


biological reactions of 
micro-organisms. 

The U.S. court ruled in a 
5-10-4 vote that these 
“bugs” might be included 
in U.S. law allowing pa¬ 
tents for someone who "in¬ 
vents or discovers any new 
or u.seful process, machine 
or manufacture of compo¬ 
sition of matter.” 

The decision was good 
news to the National Re- 
.search Council, which had 
filed two patents on genetic 
engineering techniques

NANAIMO — The topic 
of the Woodgrove shopping

Aldermen defeated the 
committee motion to ap¬ 
prove the Woodgrove sub¬ 
division and then voted to 
send the issue back to com¬ 
mittee once again. 

The Monday night coun¬ 
cil machinations seemed 
based OR the fact that only 
six of the nine councii 
members were present and 
opponents of the Wood¬ 
grove subdivision seemed 
to feel more comfortable 
with the committee recom¬ 
mendation off the books. 

The $30 million Wood¬ 
grove shopping centre has 
been a hot political potato 
for several years now. The 
property, located on the Is¬ 
land Hi^way and Aulds 
Road, north of Nanaimo, is 
slated to be the site of a 
125-store shopping centre, 
including both Wo^ward’s 
and Eaton’s department 
stores, as well as a hotel 
and office building. 

Woodgrove developers 
asked the city to permit 
subdivision of the Wood¬ 
grove site into several par¬ 
cels, so that the land use 
contract for the develop¬ 
ment, could be carried out 
in several phases. 

The planning and-'public 
works committee heard 
Woodgrove’s proposal last 
week, and the committee, 
led on by Mayor Frank 
Ney, recommended the ap¬ 
proval of the subdivision.

Weary pedestrians 
make a beachhead 


LADYSMITH — Ladysmith city 
fathers received heartening news at 
last week’s regular session on their 
request for a p^estrian overpass. 

The town has long recognized the 
need for a safer way of allowing 
beach-going pedestrians to cross the 
Trans-Canada Highway to Lady¬ 
smith’s Transfer Beach Park. 

At present there is only a painted 
crosswalk at the highway’s intersec¬ 
tion with Methuen Street, and most 
people feel this is more of a liability 
than an asset, giving the pedestrians a 
false sense of security. 

The crosswalk at Methuen Street is 
flanked on the south side by a curve in 
the highway and on the north by the 
crest of a hill, which eliminates any 
long-distance visibility of pedestrians 
crossing the four-lane thoroughfare. 

After a fatal pedestrian-vehicle ac¬ 
cident in the crossing last year, Lady¬ 
smith has been urging the minister of 
transportation and hi^ways to consid¬ 
er a pedestrian overpass as the only 
safe solution to the problem. 

In a letter to council earlier. High¬ 
ways Minister Alex Fraser respond 
favorably to the town’s request. 


“My staff have been instructed to 
proceed with the design of an overpass 
structure to give access to the park and 
they will be investigating the feasibil¬ 
ity of more than one site to determine 
the best location,” he said. 

The project will be carried out on a 
cost-sharing basis between the min¬ 
istry and Ladysmith but it is not 
known at this time what the town’s 
share will be. 

The town of Ladysmith purchased 
the first portion of what is now known 
as Transfer Park in 1965 for $10,000, 
and the remainder of the 19-acre parcel 
was purchased by the town two years 
later for $50,000. 

Currently the town park is heavily 
used by locals and tourists alike in the 
summer months and offers its visitors 
a playground, picMc tables and super¬ 
vised swimming in July and August. 

To improve access to the park dur¬ 
ing the interim period prior to the con¬ 
struction of the overpass, the hazard¬ 
ous Methuen Street crossing will be 
closed and relocated to the north side 
of White Street.

The council agreed to do 
just that, after first defeat¬ 
ing the committee recom¬ 
mendation. 

In a related move, Allen 
later introduced a proposed 
change to the city’s proce- 
due bylaw which would he 
said would streamline de¬ 
cision on such major items 
as the Woodgrove issue.

He said the residents in¬ 
tended for the home were 
not considered to be men¬ 
tally retarded, but rather 
mentally disabled who, 
after a period of rehabilita¬ 
tion, could return to a nor¬ 
mal life in the community. 

Nykalyk said if the prop¬ 
erty sold and he was to 
continue a home on a larger 
scale elsewhere, the pa¬ 
tients would be transfer¬ 
red: otherwise the provin¬ 
cial government would be 
responsible for their relo¬ 
cation. 

The board decided to 
table the matter, pending a 
legal opinion as to the defi¬ 
nition of a “family.” 

Board chairman Martin 
Lukaitis suggested the 
CVRD should reconsider 
the issuance of business li¬ 
cences. 

He said there was a large 
number of business li¬ 
cences issued for busi¬ 
nesses within the regional 
district with the revenue 
going into provincial gov¬ 
ernment coffers.

There was quick agree¬ 
ment Tuesday that govern¬ 
ment action to aid horse 
racing and the breeding in¬ 
dustry in B.C. was a posi¬ 
tive step. 

However, spokesmen for 
thoroughbred and st^- 
dardbred tracks said they 
hoped that this was only the 
start of a much-needed de¬ 
velopment program. 

At a news conference in 
Vancouver on Monday 
night, Attorney-General 
Allan Williams said the 
government's seven-per¬ 
cent share of the total 17 
per cent parimutuel take¬ 
out from both thorough¬ 
bred and standarbred rac¬ 
ing will be redistributed. 


The government will re¬ 
turn 1.5 per cent of its 
share, up one per cent, 
to the breeding industry 
and increa.se to two per 
cent from one per cent the 
amount that goes to the 
R.C.-bred bonus for 
owners. The increases are 
retroactive to April 1. 

Based on the projected 
handle for all hor.se racing 
in B.C. this year, the 
amount available for bon¬ 
uses and breeder awards is 
estimated at $5.3 million. 

Speaking for Cloverdale 
Raceway, operators of 
standardbred tracks in the 
Fraser Valley centre and at 
Sandown Park, general 
manager Jim Keeling, Jr. 
said the move will be “a

fantastic help to the 
sport." 

But Keeling said negotia¬ 
tions have to be completed 
to determine the allocation 
of the two-per-cent bonus 
for B.C.-breds. 

“Only about five per cent 
of standardbreds at Clover- 
dale and Sandown are B.C. 
bred so this creates an 
unequal situation where 
owners of such horses will 
refuse to run them in 
claiming races for fear of 
losing them. The stan¬ 
dardbred breeding indus¬ 
try is growing in this prov¬ 
ince but it will be three to 
four years before enough 
B.C. breds will be avail¬ 
able.” 

Most of the stan¬ 
dardbreds are brought in 
from Ontario, the prairie 
provinces and California, 
Keeling explained. 

“We feel the projected 
figure of $5.3 million is con¬ 
servative but our share 
should amount to about $2 
million and this will be a 
tremendous incentive to 
standardbred breeders.” 

Ed Popham, a director 
and past president of Capi¬ 
tal City Turf Club — the 
group which holds a fall 
thoroughbred meet at San¬ 
down — said the govern¬ 
ment action was a positive 
step and could lead to the 
development of a viable 
second thoroughbred track 
in B.C. 

At present. Exhibition 
Park in Vancouver oper¬ 
ates April through early 
October with the CCTC 
having 16 days at Sandown 
in late October through 
mid-November. 

“It's good for Island rac¬ 
ing as throughbred breed¬ 
ers here have desperately 
needed financial help,” Po¬ 
pham added. 

“The majority of thor¬ 
oughbreds at Exhibition 
Park and Sandown are B.C. 
bred and the increased 
bonus payment should pro¬ 


vide that incentive. But 
we'd still like the govern¬ 
ment to consider Sunday 
racing.” Popham said. 

Administration of the ad¬

Cigarette culprit in fire 


A smoldering cigarette is be¬ 
lieved to have caused an early- 
morning fire Tuesday which des¬ 
troyed the Surfside Cabaret, 1208 
Wharf. 

City fire crews from all three 
halls responded to the call, turned 
in at 3:50 a.m. by a city police 
patrolman. 

Damage to the cabaret in Har- 
twig Court has been placed at 
$175,000 by Deputy Fire Chief 
Fred Severson, who said it was 


amazing that firefighters man¬ 
aged to contain the blaze to the 
nightclub. 

About $100,000 of that damage 
is structural. Most of the remain¬ 
der was sound equipment, some 
of it just installed by the cabaret 
and some belonging to the Toron¬ 
to group Blitz, which was playing 
there. 

Faulty wiring, which was ini¬ 
tially thought to be the cautle, was 


ruled out by Severson, who said a 
smouldering cigarette in a cush¬ 
ion bench against the north wall is 
now the suspected origin. 

While the fire was confined to 
the club, smoke damage spread 
to the upper floors of the three- 
storey building owned in part by 
Cedric Steele, president of the 
Victoria Chamber of Commerce. 

Severson said the last person 
in the cabaret left about 3 a.m.

Lawrence Hltchmough, owner of Grant Place at MR

Williams to review documents in police shooting 


DorumenU related to a I>78 ahooting incident in¬ 
volving two Saanich' police officers and an escaped 
convict have been forwarded to Attorney General Allan 
Williams, Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier said Monday. 

He told the police board the documents bad been 
sent after Williams two weeks ago ordered a thor¬ 
ough study of allegations that Thomas Lackey was 
deliberately shot through the head after he gave him¬ 
self up following a shoot-out with Saanich police officers. 

Couvelier, board chairman, said he had written 


Williams asking that the matter “be cleaned up as 
quickly as possible.” 

Williams ordered the review after receivring g pre¬ 
liminary report from bis staff. No time limit has 
been set on the review being conducted by associ¬ 
ate deputy attorney-general Neil McDiannid. 

Williams has indicated that the board will be forced to 
release the report on the shooting incident which it has so 
far refused to make public. 

Allegations of deliberate shooting were made by de¬ 


fence counsel David Gibbons during Lackey's trial 
last December. 

Lackey was convicted of a series of crimes, includ¬ 
ing the attempted murder of Sgt. William Hillcoat, in 
the shoot-out at McKenzie and Cedar Hill Cross Road, 
Nov. g, 1078. 

Sentenced to 18 years In prison, he is now at the 
regional psychiatric centre near Abbotsford undergo¬ 
ing treatment for iiijuries received in tbe gun battle. 

Hillcoat received a shotgun blast In the stomach 
and thighs. He is back at work, but still has 36 shot¬ 
gun pellets in his body. 


At a police debriefing session four months ago. 
Hillcoat and Constable Robert Love were cleared of 
any wrongdoing. 

According to a report on the incident released last 
month by Police Chief Robert Peterson, Love had 
Lackey by tbe hair, with his revolver pointed at Lack¬ 
ey's head, when the wounded Hillcoat stumbled into 
ttem, causing tbe gun to go off. 

The bullet entered Lackey's left temple, shattering 
the eye. 


Saanich weighs expenses law 


An election expenses control 
bylaw being recommended to Saan¬ 
ich council will set a 65,000 limit for 
mayoral candidates and $2,500 for 
aldermanic candidates. 

The bylaw was recommended to 
council in a 4-3 vote during a commit- 
tee-of-the-whole meeting Monday 
night. 

Acting mayor John Mika voted 
with Aid. Robert Cameron,. Howard 
Sturrock and Irene Block. Aid. Sandy 
Noel, Geoffrey Vantreight and Mary 
Casilio were opposed, while Mayor 
Mel Couvelier and Aid. Ed Lum were 
absent. 

Couvelier has supported a ceiling 
on election spending while Lum said 
during last fall's election campaign 
he was opposed. 


Council rejected a similar bylaw 
last year in a 5-4 vote. 

Only two months ago council 
adopted a watered-down version of an 
election expenses disclosure bylaw. 

Cameron, author of the draft 
bylaw, reminded colleagues that an 
election expenses bylaw was t^ sub¬ 
ject of considerable debate by candi¬ 
dates and the public during last 
year's municipal election when an 
alleged secret business slush fund for 
selected candidates became an 
issue. 

“I firmly believe the vast major¬ 
ity of voters wants us to enact this 
legislation," he said. 

Although the bylaw would make 
Saanich a trend-setter, other munici¬ 
palities were considering such legis¬ 
lation. Cameron remarked. 


Block said tbe bylaw was aimed 
not at honest people but those who 
were dishonest. 

"I have the impression that any¬ 
one spending a lot of money to get 
elects is somewhat suspect.” 

She reminded council that all but 
one of the candidates seeking elected 
office last fall bad said during the 
campaign they would support such a 
bylaw if elected. 

"I don't want to be bylawed to 
death if I decided to run again in 
November," commented Noel. “Any¬ 
one interested in knowing where I get 
my funds can check with my bank.” 

Vantreight felt tbe bylaw was not 
necessary while Casilio said it would 
be hard to enforce. 


Paving co-op wins support 


Saanich will ask neigh¬ 
boring councils to consider 
joining them in establish¬ 
ing a plant to undertake 
asphalt paving. 

Council decided this 
Monday after awarding a 
$411,000 contract to Vic¬ 
toria Paving Ltd., lower of 
two bids received. O.K 
Paving Ltd. submitted a 
bid of $416,728. 

Aid. Irene Block suggest¬ 
ed tbe core municipalities 
explore a joint venture 
after bearing that the cost 
was 25 per cent higher than 
last year. 

"I wonder if the success¬ 
ful company gave their 


staff that big an increase,” 
she mused. 

“It's time Saanich in-, 
vested in its own equipment 
and did tbe work itself. 
It seems we’re being over¬ 
charged and are powerless 
to do anything about it,” 
she said. 

Aid. Robert Cameron 
said “dangling tbe carrot 
that we want to enter the 
market might bring future 
bids down.” 

Municipal engineer Clif¬ 
ford Warren told Cameron 
both bidders use the same 
site but he did not know if 
both companies were 


owned by the same princi¬ 
pals. 

Meanwhile, Warren told 
concerned residents living 
near Admirals Road that it 
will not be widened to four 
lanes for at least five 
years. 

Residents had demanded 
to know council's plans for 
the busy two-lane major 
road. 

Petitions were presented 
requesting no wic^ning and 
the banning of truck traffic 
on Admirals. 

The road is designated in 
Saanich's official commu¬ 
nity plan as a major road 
providing an important 


link between Saanich and 
I Esquimau. 

Warren explained up¬ 
grading was not listed as a 
high priority and he could 
forsee no widening within 
at least five years. 

“You can relax for five 
years.” he told the dozen or 
so area residents in the 
council chamber. A request 
by a resident that the engi¬ 
neer give a signed state¬ 
ment to that effect brought 
a laugh from Wprren.

What weapons 
do they have?

OTTAWA — If words fail and 
weapons are drawn in the developing 
oil-price battle, the federal govern¬ 
ment has a whole arsenal. Alberta has 
one small, but very nasty, hand-gun. 

By mid-summer, Canadians should 
know how unpleasant things are going 
to get. 

The existing oil price agreement 
with Alberta expires in 12 days. Al¬ 
ready Energy Minister Marc Lalonde 
is talking of imposing his will on the 
rebellious province and Alberta Pre¬ 
mier Peter Lougheed senses an ugly 
confrontation in the air. 

IN THEORY, there isstilltimefora 
settlement. Alberta Energy Minister 
Merv Leitch is in town today for a late 
burst of negotiations, and although it is 
considered unlikely these talks will 
lead to a new agreement, officials still 
hope the two governments will agree 
that there is enough room for move¬ 
ment that it would be worthwhile to 
bargain a few weeks past their July I 
deadline. 

But the atmosphere is not promis¬ 
ing. 

•Suppose—as many observers do— 
that this week’s talks lead nowhere.

But^he Petroleum Administration 
Act, in the tense atmosphere 
which followed the first world energy 
crisis in 1973, did provide for the men¬ 
acing possibility of an eventual fed¬ 
eral-provincial showdown.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska 
(AP) — An aging Afghan 
chief is .seeking approval 
from the U.S. to bring his 
nomadic tribe of 1,200 peo¬ 
ple, their yaks (long-haired 
oxen) and yurts (skin 
tents) to Alaska. 

The Anchorage Daily 
News says Rahman QuI, 70, 
is the leader of the Kirghiz 
tribe that fled to Pakistan 
after the Soviet-backed 
Afghanistan coup in 1978. 

The tribe originally lived 
in the Soviet Union but fled 
to China after the Bolshe¬ 
vik revolution and then to 
the Pamirs in Afghanistan, 
said state department offi¬ 
cial Ron Lorton. 

Lorton said the tribe 
wanted to leave Pakistan 
and had expressed interest 
in Alaska. He said it was a 
complicated problem be¬ 
cause such a move would 
mean the transfer of an 
entire culture. 


‘Worst riots’ 
cost 10 lives 


JOHANNESBURG, 
South Africa (UPI) — Po¬ 
lice “shooting like mad” 
into crowds killed 10 
mixed-race protesters and 
wounded 50 others in Cape 
Town’s mulatto ghettos 
where fires raged out of 
control in South Africa’s 
worst race riots in four 
years, newspapers and wit¬ 
nesses reported. 

Residents reported the 
five Cape Town townships 
were under a virtual state 
of siege, and said camou¬ 
flaged police reinforce¬ 
ments poured in through¬ 
out the day Tuesday. 

The protesters erected 
flaming barricades of tires 
and oil drums and set fire 
to buildings and cars in 
open defiance of a govern¬ 
ment ban on public gather¬ 
ings to commemorate the 
Soweto riots of June, 1976, 
South African reporters 
said. 

The rioting, the worst 
since more than 600 people 
were killed in the sprawling 
black ghetto of Soweto out-

But just in case, the po¬ 
lice unions from Victoria, 
Oak Bay and Esquimau 
are informing their munici¬ 
palities that emergency 
service will be maintained 
no matter what happens. 


The police unions from 
the three areas voted Mon¬ 
day in favor of striking to 
back their demands. 

However, a barrier to a 
strike for the time being is 
the presence in the dispute 
of a provincial goi^emment 
mediator. Until he steps 
aside, no job action can be 
taken legally. 

Odd-man-out is the Saan¬ 
ich Police Association, 
which has just emerged 
from a separate battle with 
its municipality. The Saan¬ 
ich association has been 


involved in over-all nego¬ 
tiations as a member of the 
Joint Council of Police 
Unions, but is not included 
in the strike notice because 
it is bound to the job by a 
contract that doesn’t ex¬ 
pire until the end of this 
year. 

Contracts for the others 
expired at the end of 1979. 

The joint council has 
been dealing with the 
Greater Victoria Labor Re- 
lations Association, a 
change from past years 
when the forces bargained 


separately with their police 
boards. 

B.C. Federation of Labor 
secretary Dave MacIntyre, 
who has been acting as 
chief negotiator for the 
unions, said the strike 
mandate was clear evi¬ 
dence of the dispieasure of 
police with the faiiure to 
get anywhere in negotia¬ 
tions or mediation talks 
withGVLRA. 

Carl Anshelm, general 
manager and chief nego¬ 
tiator of GVLRA, voiced 
surprise.

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Beaten man^s brother jailed

The younger brother of a man beaten up by a 
Sidney RCMP officer was given a jail sentence 
Tuesday in Victoria provincial court for as¬ 
saulting a Colwood RCMP constable. 

Erik Walter Krenbrink, 17, of 661 Raynor, 
pleaded guilty to assaulting a peace officer and 
consuming liquor in a public place. 

Kfenbrink’s 23-year-old brother, David 
Dean, was the victim of a May 1, 1979, 
police beating in front of the Sidney RCMP 
detachment and 29-year-old Constable Grant 
Bottreil was convicted of two counts of assault 
causing bodily harm and sentenced May 29 to 
three months in jail. i 

In the younger Krenbrink’s case, crown 
counsel Don Laughton said Constable Stanley 
Hall was dropping his daughter off at Centen¬ 


nial Park April 16 when he saw Krenbrink 
drinking from a bottle of beer and ordered him 
to pour it out. Krenbrink became abusive. Hall 
tried to arrest him and a struggle ensued. 
Krenbrink missed with several attempted kicks 
but connected with a punch to Hall’s head which 
caused a black eye and lacerations. 

While Hall was down, Krenbrink jumped on 
a motorcycle and left the scene, court was told. 

Defence lawyer Chris Considine said Kren¬ 
brink surrendered to police after learning 
there was a warrant out for his arrest. 

Laughton alleged a juvenile record including 
convictions for possession of marijuana, break¬ 
ing and entering, possession of liquor, common 
assault, causing a disturbance, carrying a dan¬ 
gerous weapon, driving without due care and 
attention, driving without a valid driver’s li¬ 
cence, driving without valid insurance, and 
misuse of licence plates.

OTTAWA (CP) — Sci¬ 
ence Minister John Roberts 
told the Commons Tuesday 
a special science commit¬ 
tee was studying the com¬ 
mercial opportunities as 
well as the potential impact 
of biotechnological re¬ 
search, including genetic 
engineering. 

■The minister was re¬ 
sponding to Progressive 
Conservative Gary Gurbin, 
representing the Ontario 
riding of Bruce-Grey, who 
wanted to know if the gov¬ 
ernment had considered 
the possible dangerous ef¬ 


fects of a U.S. Supreme 
Court decision Monday to 
allow scientists to patent 
living organisms created in 
a laboratory. 

Roberts said the commit¬ 
tee was assigned “not only 
to look at the (research) 
possibilities but the poten¬ 
tial impact on our society, 
its morals, its values and 
the general social con¬ 
text . . .” of this new field 
of science. 

Biotechnology basicaljy 
involves the manipulation 
for human purposes of the 


biological reactions of 
micro-organisms. 

The U.S. court ruled in a 
5-to-4 vote that these 
“bugs” might be included 
in U.S. law allowing pa¬ 
tents for someone who “in¬ 
vents or discovers any new 
or useful process, machine 
or manufacture of compo¬ 
sition of matter.” 

The decision was good 
news to the National Re- 
.search Council, which had 
filed two patents on genetic 
engineering techniques 
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CotodiM Wire tenricM 

The commander of the 
Iranian Revolutionary 
Guards, the main security 
force of Ayatollah Ruhol- 
lah Khomeini’s revolution, 
announced his resignation 
Tuesday after allegations 
that some members of the 
corps had exceeded their 
orders. 

Abu Sharif handed his 
resignation to President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr 
after only a month in the 
job. Bani-Sadr said later he 
had not decided whether to 
accept Sharif’s resignation 
and that he would “be dis¬ 
cussing it with the guards” 
today. 

In a brief statement, the 
corps commander said

RECENTLY, the heri¬ 
tage committee decided 
to take another run at it 
and recommended again 
that the house be desig¬ 
nated. 

But at a meeting Tues¬ 
day, city council’s plan¬ 
ning committee advised 
council to reject the 
recommendation. 

Aid. William McElroy 
was alone in supporting 
the recommendation. 

“There’s no way you 
can convince me that this 
house shouldn’t be desig¬ 
nated,” he said. 


City’s history-savers 
renew heritage bid 


ALD. ROBERT Wright 
said he could understand 
the heritage committee’s 
reasoning. After all, it 
was their mandate to save 
old homes. But he added 
that council had turned 
down the designation re¬ 
quest once, and there was 
no justification to put the 
owner through the whole 
process gain. 

If the heritage commit¬ 
tee could convince the 
owner to. apply for desig¬ 
nation, he would be very 
happy to oblige, Wright 
added. 

Aid. Ken Sinclair said if 
there was an economic in¬ 
centive to designation, 
the owner would be in 
favor. 

THE HOUSE was built 
about 1890 for William 
James Macauley and 
later purchased by Dr. 
George L. Milne. It is 


known as the Pinehurst or 
Milne House. 

A catalogue of prospec¬ 
tive heritage homes de¬ 
scribes the structure as 
“one of Victoria’s finest 
buildings in the late Vic¬ 
torian Picturesque tradi¬ 
tion, known as Queen 
Anne style.” 

MEANWHILE', the fu¬ 
ture of another mansion 
appears to be in doubt. 

At a meeting Monday, 
members of the Heritage 
Advisory Committee ex¬ 
pressed concern that the 
proposed expansion of the 
Victoria Truth Centre at 
1201 Fort might mean the 
demolition of historic 
Pentrelew, a 105-year-old 
mansion that was once 
the home of B.C.’s first 
attorney-general. 

TO COUNTERACT the 
possible demolition of the 
structure, the committee 


recommended to city 
council that the house and 
grounds be added to the 
city’s primary heritage 
list. 

That means if the 
church applies for a 
demolition or building 
permits, the heritage 
committee must be noti¬ 
fied. At that time, the 
committee could take fur¬ 
ther steps to protect the 
building, including for¬ 
mal designation of the 
structure as a heritage 
building. 

THE TRUTH Centre 
has occupied the building 
since 1949. It was built in 
1875 for Henry Pering 
Pellew Crease, Victoria’s 
first barrister and foun¬ 
der of a well-known legal 
family which arrived 
here in 1858. 

Crease was elected to 
the legislative assembly 
and became attorney- 
general when B.C. was 
still a British colony. 

Pentrelew is Cornish 
for “house on land sif ping 
two ways.” 


‘Sneaky’ subdivision irks

’The Gordon Head plan, 
first of 11 neighborhood 
plans being developed by 
Saanich to reach the public 
hearing stage, was reject¬ 
ed by council ’Tuesday. 

Planners and residents 
,^111 meet during the sum¬ 
mer so a new plan can be 
drafted and presented in 
the fall. 

’The months of work by 
the planning staff will not 
be totally lost as some of 
the information in the dis¬ 
carded document can be 
incorporated in the new 
plan, council was told. 

Tbe decision to go back to 
the drawing board was 
reached at a four-hour pub¬ 
lic hearing at which many 
of the more than 200 people 
crammed into the council 
chamber'criticized a pro¬ 
posal to increase the exist¬ 
ing 16,300 Gordon Head 
population by about 6,000 
by 1996. Population growth 
would come mainly 
through a mixture of hous¬ 
ing densities. 

Multiple housing units 
now account for 12 per cent 
of homes in Gordon Head. 

Council’s decision could 
mean that the municipality 
will approach the Capital 
Region Board to have a 
long-range population fore¬ 
cast in the community plan 
reduced. The plan calls for 
a Saanich population of 
108,000 by 1996. 

Chief municipal planner 
Gil Laurenson touched on 
this when he told council 
that it was not just a case of 
altering the Gordon Head 
plan. “We have to have 
input from council on this 
population figure so we’re 
not in conflict with the re¬ 
gional plan.”

noting that population 
growth had been the main 
area of concern at planning 
meetings with Gordon 
Head and Cordova Bay 
residents, warned of a 
“great danger of injustice 
being done down the 
road.” 

He said there had to be 
some way of legally chang¬ 
ing the over-all population 
figure or else one or two 
Saanich neighborhoods 
would he facing an unfair 
population burden. 

“We’re only pitting com¬ 
munity against community 
by shifting the population 
burden elsewhere,’’ he 
added. 

Dale Kilshaw, 1538 
Arrow, suggested council 
think about growth pat¬ 
terns for the whole of 
Greater Victoria and carry 


a message forward to the 
region. 

If council continued to 
crowd neighborhoods, it 
would degrade the quality 
of life, he said. 

“You will be failing the 
community if you don't 
carry forward a message 
to other levels of govern¬ 
ment that a wider dispersal 
of the population is need¬ 
ed,” Kilshaw said. 

Anne Moffatt, 5447 
Fowler, said a population 
of 108,000 was beyond 
Saanich’s limits and 
“council should not add 
services to handle this anti¬ 
cipated growth.” 

’The population forecast 
was desired to serve the 
Victoria area, she contend¬ 
ed. “We are being asked to 
provide growth for 200,000, 
not Saanich’s 70,000 popula¬ 


tion. Saanich is being used 
as a growth area for ail 
of Greater Victoria.” 

Council was criticized by 
several residents for what 
one speaker described as 
“a massive communica¬ 
tions breakdown” in get¬ 
ting information to the pub¬ 
lic on the plan. 

As a means of counter¬ 
ing this, council agreed to 
establish a storefront plan¬ 
ning office in Gordon Head 
during the summer so resi¬ 
dents can discuss the plan 
with planning staff. 

A survey conducted in 
the neighborhood on behalf 
of the ratepayers associa¬ 
tion revealed 53 per cent of 
786 householders ques¬ 
tioned were unaware a 
local area plan was being 
produced, council was 
told.

(Ken) Sinclair’s vest,” 
the tap will be turned off, according 
to Aid. Robert Wright. 

If, on the other hand, no problems 
develop, the arrangement will re¬ 
main in effect. 

The committee also gave recre¬ 
ation director Jack Morgan the au¬ 
thority to limit the area in which beer 
may be consumed. 

The recommendation was trig¬ 
gered by a request from the Victoria 
Budgets and the Victoria Blues. Spo¬ 


kesmen for both clubs said the pres¬ 
ent arrangement, whereby beer may 
only be sold and consumed in a re¬ 
stricted area away from the stands, 
was antiquated.

have been put to better use 
as a park. 

“I realize when the muni¬ 
cipality holds out the prom¬ 
ise of a one or two mill tax 
relief It’s hard to sell that 
idea and I admit I have an 
axe to grind, but there 
should have been a public 
hearing at least,” Baker 
said. 

He said stands of garry 
oak will be lost, along with 
a variety of wildlife rang¬ 
ing from racoons to pheas¬ 
ants and quail. 

A spokesman for the 
municipality said there 
was no need (or a public 
hearing to create the subdi¬ 
vision because no rezoning 
was involved. It came be¬ 
fore council in the form of 
an amendment to the size 
of lots bylaw (some front¬ 
ages are pie-shaped and 
others will be below mini¬ 
mum areas previously per¬ 
mitted in that location). 

’The lots will be sold by 
public tender, probably 
late in July, and are ex¬ 
pected to fetch upwards of 
$60,000 each. Servicing of 
the area will begin by Au¬ 
gust at the latest. 


RCMP believe that skele¬ 
tal remains found ’Tuesday 
morning in the Malahat 
area is that of a 53-year-old 
Oak Bay man who went 
missing April 16,1979. 

’The skeleton was found 
by Pat Norton of Shawni- 
gan Lake, who runs a log¬ 
ging operation in the area. 
Norton, who found it in an 
area just north of the Maia- 
hat Oialet about halfway 
between the highway and 
the waters of Saanich Inlet, 
reported the discovery to 
Shawnigan jj^ke RCMP at 
11 a.m. 

The skeleton was taken to 
Victoria General Hospital 
for a pathologist to deter¬ 
mine cause of death and 
whether any (oul play is 
suspected. 

James Mortimer Du- 
prau, formerly of 2627 Dun- 
levy, was woiking on prop¬ 
erty on Finlayson Arm 
Road with three other men 
when hf felt ill and headed 
back toward a cabin to lie 
down. He was an epileptic 
and considered in poor 
health at the time of his 
disappearance. When the 
men returned to the cabin, 
Duprau could not be found. 


Esquimau Aid. Larry 
Mann said Tuesday he 
wants the B.C. Police Com¬ 
mission to release the con¬ 
tents of a verbal report 
presented to council last 
year on the “unsatisfac¬ 
tory conditions” of the 
municipality’s combined 
police and fire depart¬ 
ment. 

Mann made the com¬ 
ments in a news release 
which said Esquimalt resi¬ 
dents should have a “true 
picture” of the combined 
department. 

He said the verbal report 
was made by G.L. Dalton of 
the B.C. Police Commis¬ 
sion. 

However, Aid. Barry Gil¬ 
bert said Tuesday that Dal¬ 
ton presented his verbal re¬ 
port to council about a year 
ago from pencilled notes, 
and a written copy may not 
exist. 

Gilbert said Dalton pre¬ 
pared a four-page, written 
report based on his verbal 
presentation. Copies of the 
written report are in the 
hands of council and the 
Esquimalt Police Board. 

Gilbert said the written 
version was not as strong 
as the verbal presentation. 

Mann said at the council 
meeting that the written 
report was “toned down so 
it wouldn’t embarrass the 
municipality.” 

Council on Monday ap¬ 
proved setting up a com¬ 
mittee to look into the pos¬ 
sible release of the written 
Dalton report. 

Mayor Ken Hill told al¬ 


dermen he was against re¬ 
leasing the original report 
because it “could be dam¬ 
aging to this municipality 
and the good name of Es¬ 
quimalt, and possibly this 
administration.” 

On Monday, Mann op¬ 


posed a motion calling for 
the Esquimalt Police 
Board’s resignation for its 
refusal to support a recom¬ 
mendation upgrading the 
combined department. The 
motion passed by a vote of 4 
to 3. 


Safeway faces 
B.C. shutdown 


As one union moved 
Tuesday to put Wood¬ 
ward’s food floors in Vic¬ 
toria and Port Albemi on 
the ropes, another ap¬ 
proached a confrontation 
that could close B.C.’s Sa¬ 
feway stores. 

Retail Clerks Union 
members on strike at 
Woodward’s food floor in 
Victoria picketed mainland 
ferry terminals, choking 
off the company’s lifeline 
to Victoria and Port Alber- 
ni. 

On the other trouble 
front, Macdonalds Consoli¬ 
dated, the wholesale sup¬ 
plier of Canada Safeway 
supermarkets, moved 
most of its perishable 
goods from its warehouses 
as the Retail, Wholesale 
and Department Store 
Union neared the midnight 
strike deadline it had set. 

A last-ditch effort to 
avoid a strike reportedly 
failed Sunday and Safe¬ 


way, which would be cut 
off from its supplies, has 
apparently served layoff 
notices to its employees. 

The two main issues, ac¬ 
cording to the RWDSU, arc 
discriminatory wage rates 
for women and refusal to 
improve pension benefits 
tor retired employees. 

Trucks carrying Wood¬ 
ward’s goods weren’t able 
to board tbe ferries on the 
mainland when members 
of the B.C. Ferry and Ma¬ 
rine Workers Union rc- 
fus^ to ticket them. 

Other vehicles were not 
bothered and sailings were 
on schedule. 

Pickets stayed up at the 
company’s food distribu¬ 
tion centre in Richmond. 

Non-wage issues such as 
job security, seniority, 
fringe benefits and a union 
shop are involved in the 
fight by food floor em¬ 
ployees at Victoria’s May- 
fair shopping centre for a 
first contract. 


Westcoast merges with small realty eredlt union

Westcoast Savings Credit Union, in 
what its managing director says 
could be the forerunner of other 
similar mergers, has absorbed the 
Victoria Real Estate and Insurance 
Credit Union. 

Rodger Lutz of Westcoast, an¬ 
nouncing the merger Tuesday, said 
mergers are a trend in the credit 
union movement, both in Canada and 
the U.S. 


Doug Foord, president of the real¬ 
tors’ credit union, said that the mer¬ 
ger has one major advantage for 
its members—they can now more 
properly assist prospective purchas¬ 
ers of real estate to sources of 
interim financing or mortgages.

The Real Estate and Insurance 
Credit Union had about 500 members, 
Foord said, and assets of roughly 
$1 million. Westcoast has more than 
22,000 accounts and assets, at last 
report, of $275 million. It is the 


largest on Vancouver Island and fifth 
largest in Canada. 

The realtors’ credit union was 
formed in 1975, Foord said. However, 
its common bond restricted member¬ 
ship to employment, that is, sales 
people, their families or anybody 
connected with real estate. 

The restriction also meant that pro¬ 
spective purchasers could not deal 
with the realtors’ financing arm un¬ 
less they were members. 

Westcoast, on the other hand, has 


an “area" common bond which 
means that anybody can join and 
transact in any of the services of¬ 
fered. 

Foord said there was little opposi¬ 
tion-to the merger among the mem¬ 
bers and he felt they appreciated the 
ben^its of their memberships being 
transferred. 

“We can offer much more in the 
way of services, such as multi-branch 
transactions,” Lutz said. 

The two-person staff will be ab¬ 
sorbed into Westcoast operations. 


Lutz said. The manager, Ted 
Wright, is a Westcoast employee al¬ 
ready, on loan to the Real Estate and 
Credit Union, which had a small 
office at the Victoria Real Estate 
Board offices on Nanaimo St. 

“We’ve been told by the Credit 
Union Reserve Board (of B.C.) that 
you have to assets of $5 million 
at least to survive in the competition 
these days,” Foord said. He said later 
that the high-interest crunch was par¬ 
ticularly hard on small outfits such 
as his. 


Lutz said that competition had 
reached new levels. 

“People are demanding more and 
more from their credit unions, banks, 
trust companies, whatever. They’re 
much more active in these institu¬ 
tions than they’ve ever been. 

“And if we’re going to compete for 
those individuals and corporations, 
mergers may become more and more 
necessary,” he said. 

Later he said that credit cards 
could be part of his company’s pack¬ 
age a year from now.
